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PLOT TO ASSASSINATE 
THE KING OF BELGIUM 


Designed to Coincide with the Agi- | 


Frustrated by His Unexpected Return 
Home from France—Rioting in Brus- 
sels Continued Last Night.

LONDON, April 14.—It appears cer- 
tain, says the Paris correspondent of 
The Times, that the agitation in Belgium 
was designed to coincide with an attempt 
on the life of King Leopold at Biarritz. 

Fortynately, the correspondent, 
the plot was frustrated on account of 
the fact that his Majesty returned to 
Brussels earlier than was expected in 
order to reinforce the cause of order. 

The newspapers of all shades of opin- 
fon, says the Brussels correspondent of 
The Times, strongly condemn the useless 
and malignant outbreaks of violence now 
occurring. 

The correspondent says the electoral 
reform agitation is by no means confined 
to the Socialists, since the bulk of the 
Liberals are in accord with them. 

The Socialist leaders have preached 
violence, it is declared, but they have 
started forces which they no longer seem 
able to control.

BRUSSELS, April 14.—King Leopold 
went to Ostend yesterday and returned to 
Brussels last evening. His trip was une- 
ventful. 

The bloody repression of the disor- 
Gers of Saturday evening has created 
a painful impression among all classes 
here, although it is appreciated that 
the majority of the victims of the en- 
eounters do not belong to the better class 
ef workmen, On Saturday, for the first 
time, the police fired rifles loaded with 
ball cartridges. Previous to then they had 
used their swords and revolvers, the lat- 
ter usually loaded with blank cartridges. 
Yesterday’s rioters were composed of the 
dregs of the population, with a sprinkling 
of what is called the Young Socialist 
Guard, who are mere boys, with litule re- 
gard for the orders of M. Van der Velde, (a 
member of the Chamber of Deputies and 
the leader of the Socialist movement in 
Belgium, and the Socialist Committee.) 

It must be explained that the Maison du 
Peuple is situated én the upper slope of a 
hill, that the Central Boulevard and most 
of the business portion of the city lie at the 
foot of this hill, while the Royal Palace, 
the law courts, the Chamber of Deputies, 
and the Ministries stand upon the ridge of 
the hill. The quarter around the Maison du 
Peuple is the worst in the whole city. It is 
@ perfect rookery of low class dwellings, 
intersected by steep and narrow streets 
and alleys, In the vicinity of the Maison 
} there are a few small squares, in which the 
roiters gathered on Saturday evening until 

ey were dispersed and the squares oc- 

upied by detachments of the Civic Guard, 
The mob was mainly composed of the 
rough population of the quarter, who jeered 
and reviled the police when they were 


forced along the streets by the cordons of 
officers, 


DEADLY EFFECT OF ONE VOLLEY. 


The serious trouble began when a num- 
ber of roughs, from a safe distance, fired 
revolvers in the direction of the cordons. 
The gendarmes then charged with drawn 
swords. After firing at the crowd with re- 
volvers loaded with blank cartridges, they 
were greeted with a hail of missiles such 


as stones, bottles, and heavy tron rivets. 
This happened in several streets. It was 
worse in the Rue Haute, where the oc- 
cupants of the houses rained missiles upon 
the heads of the gendarmes. An officer of 
the ang then shouted to the crowd 
to disperse. No notice was taken of this 
order. Then, for the first time in many 
years, the gendarmes fired their Mauser 
carbines loaded with what are called 
strike cartridges,”” which contain balls, 
but minor charges of powder. The gen- 
darmes fired only one volley, but when the 
mob scattered several persons were lying 
on the ground. Two of the wounded were 
mortally hurt, and died while being con- 
veyed to the hospital. 
ver twenty narrow streets and blind 
alleys lead into the Rue Haute, and when 
the gendarmes charged after the mob otaer 
rioters issued from these alleys and fired 
revolvers at the backs of the policemen 
until the latter were obliged to leave three 
of their number at the mouth of each alley. 
they passed. These guards stood with their 
rifles pointing down the alleys, ready to 
shoot the miscreants. Other gendarmes, 
who were stationed every few paces, cov- 
ered the windows looking on the Rue Haute 
with their rifles. 

It is impossible to ascertain the exact 
number of the victims of Saturday’s riot- 
ing. Many who were slightly injured had 
their wounds dressed in pharmacies or 
went home. The Director of the Hospital 
of St. Pierre, however, stated yesterday 
afternoon that three rioters had died in the 
hospital, and that another there was be- 
lieved to be mortally injured. Thirty others 
who are badly hurt were received at the 
hospital Saturday night. ' 

Among the injured are many imprudent 
spectators of the rioting. who were caught 
between two fires, as the gendarmes fre- 
quently combined their movements and 
eharged the mobs front and rear at the 
fame time. A doctor, who was returning 
_ home after visiting a patient, was caught 

tween two bodies of charging gendarmes, 
and his nose was cut off with a sword. A 
Woman was also among the injured. One 
of the men killed was the Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Socialist Jewelers’ Union. Only 
one or two policemen were hurt. 

The newspapers describe a ghastly strug- 
gle which occurred between some work- 
men who desired to carry a wounded and 
dying man to the Maison du Peuple and 
the police, who were trying to convey him 
to a Red Cross ambulance. The wounded 
man had almost all his clothes torn off he- 
fore the police prevailed in their efforts, 
and he died immediately afterward. 


NO RIOTING EARLY YESTERDAY, 


From the gay aspect of the city yesterday 
nobody would suspect the bloody scenes 
which were enacted on Saturday. The in- 
habitants of Brussels took advantage of the 
beautiful weather to promenade along the 
spacious boulevards and terraces. The 
cafés were crowded with holiday makers 
and a considerable crowd visited the quar- 
ter where the riots occurred. But except 
for a furied red flag, tied with crape; over 
the Maison du Peuple, nothing was visible 
to recall the events of Saturday evening. 
In the square where the cavalry charged 
yesterday a dozen workmen in their shirt 
pesves were playing a Flemish game of 


No Revisionist demonstration occurred 
i late in the evening. There was con- 
siderable effervescence around the Maison 

fter 8 o'clock, and the gendarmes, who 
nsisted that all windows in private houses 
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~ kept shut, were constantly occupied in 
dispersing groups. Several persons were 
arrested for resisting the police. As /M. 
Var der Velde left the Maison he was fol- 
lowed by a crowd of Socialists, but he ex- 
hortea them to remain calm. 

,The threatening agpect of a mob near 
the Maison at 11 o’clock caused thé police 
and gendarmes to charge it, with the re- 
suit that five of the demonstrators were 
wounded. One of the injured men is mor- 
tally hurt. He received a bayonet thrust 
in the back. This big casualty list for a 
comparatively insignificant encounter is 
taken as evidence that the —— who 
inflicted the injuries, are disposed to handle 
the groups without mercy. 


VIGOROUS MEASURES ADOPTED. 


The Burgomaster adopted most vigorous 
measures in the evening. The whole Civic 
Guard was mobilized, and the squares and 
Streets in the vicinity of the Maison du 
Peuple were occupied by 2,500 of the 
“Corps Elite.” The disorderly element 
appeared cowed last night as a result of 
the repression of Saturday, and there were 
only a few comparatively trifling demon- 
Strations, These were immediately sup- 
pressed by charges of the gendarmes, None 
of the latter was injured. 

Late last evening a group of rioters in- 
sulted and jeered a cordon of the Civic 
Guard in the Rue Rollebeek, whereupon a 
body of gendarmes was sent out and caught 
the disturbers in the rear and badly mauled 
them. But that this disturbance was not 
serious is shown by the circumstances that 
none of the men arrested carried weapons. 
A sample, however, of what the worst 
class of rioters carry in the way of arms 
was revealed when a young man who had 
been arrested at another point was 
searched. A knife, a poignard, a fork, and 
a revolver were found in his pockets. 


MAISON DU PEUPLE CLOSED. 


The police closed the Maison du Peuple 
last evening and no one was allowed to 
enter the building. 

It is said that the central committee of 
the Young Socialist Guard, fearing that 
the police will search the various head- 
quarters of the organization, has ordered 
the local committees to burn their archives 
and dissolve. 

In“order to avoid collisions between the 
strikers and the police the Socialist com- 
mittee has countermanded the orders for 
the monster meeting which it was intend- 
ed to hold to-day in the industrial suburb 
of Molenbeek St. Jean. 

The authorities are anticipating to-day 
with anxiety, as the Socialist Committee 
has definitely decided to proclaim a gen- 
eral strike in Brussels and its environs. 
A large majority of the metal workers 
and factory hands will, it is expected, go 
out, though it fs doubtful-if the better 
class of workmen will participate in the 
movement. At a meeting of delegates from 
the trades unions the order for a general 
strike was confirmed. 

A proclamation by the Burgomaster, in 
French and Flemish, has been posted on 
the walls. It appeals to citizens not to 
encourage the isorderly elements by 
forming in groups upon the streets. 

An extensive ambulance service has been 
organized to be in readiness for emer- 
gencies. 

The Socialist Deputies have decided to 
issue a manifesto urging the people to 
avoid violence. 

The Petit Bleu thinks it not unlikely that 
martial law will be proclaimed to-morrow 
if the riots continue, and that the third 
class of the militia may be called out. 

The meetings of Socialists and workmen 
at Ghent and Liege yesterday were orderly. 
Dynamite was exploded at the Catholic 
Club at Charleroi on Saturday night, and 
much damage was done. There was much 
revolver firing at Charleroi on Saturday 
night, but yesterday the town was quiet 
and there was an orderly demonstration of 
20,000 persons.

SWEDISH SUFFRAGE AGITATION. 


The Socialists Propose a General 


Strike in Order to Put Pressure 
on Parliament. 


STOCKHOLM, ‘April 13.—At a meeting 
of the Congress of Swedish Socialists here 
to-day, it was resolved to organize meet- 
ings every Sunday in all Swedish towns 
and villages, to agitate for a general strike 
for the purpose of obtaining universal suf- 
frage by bringing pressure to bear upon 


Parliament. 

After the report of the Parliamentary 
Committee on Suffrage is published the 
Socialist meetings will be held daily, and 
it is intended that the strike shall begin 
when Parliament begins the debate on the 
question. 


WAR ON THE BEEF TRUST. 


A Federal Grand Jury to Indict Every 
Kansas City, Chicago, and 
Omaha Packer.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 13.—It is 
known here that the Attorney General of 
the United States has telegraphed instruc- 
tions to Major Warner, the Fedéral Dis- 
trict Attorney, to at once prepare to dis- 
solve the- Beef Trust and to indict the 


members of it. A Federal Grand Jury has 
been symmoned to meet next week. 

Major Warner positively declined to make 
any statement in the remises. When 
pressed he abruptly terminated the inter- 
view. The legal representative of a packer 
here said that he has been notified that 
such action was contemplated from Wash- 
ington. 

*“* We were told."’ said he, “‘ that every one 
of the Kansas City, Chicago, and Omaha 
packers would be taken before the Grand 
Jury and afterward indicted. To-night the 
senior member of a law firm with which 
Major Warner does much business con- 
firmed the private dispatch, and added: 
‘The United States Commissioner hag been 
cautioned to select his Grand Jury this time 
with the utmost care.’ 

“The intimation to Warner is that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is making this his personal 
fight for the ‘full dinner pail.’ Packers 
are said to be making 100 per cent. on the 
money they turn over. The orders are to 
stop at nothing short of the Federal prison 
itself in the effort to kill the Beef Trust."’ 


IRON ON ALASKAN ISLANDS. 


Immense Deposits Found Throughout 
the Northern Archipelago. 
Special to The New York Times. 


TACOMA, Washington, April 13.—Bodies 
of Bessemer iron ore, almost free- from 
phosphorus, and2 stretching hundreds of 
miles in aggregate extent, have been found 
on the islands which line the inland sea 
along the coast of British Columbia and 
Southeastern Alaska. What President Hill 
and other experts have failed to discover 


during their search for years past in Mon- 
tana, Washington, and Idaho, has thus 
been found where least looked for, 
» Though the presence of iron on Texada 
and some adjacent islands long been 
known; no one dreamed of the size and 
number of veins which cross them. Sev- 
eral months ago Henry Hewitt, the million- 
aire lumberman of Tacoma, began an in- 
vestigation of the subject. His researches 
astonished him. Throwing asice other busi- 
ness cares, he has employed t and ex- 
pert iron men to explore the region named. 

Ore bodies covering nearly thirty islands 
have alread secured by purchase 
and option. For three weeks he has not 
been heard from, being out in a tug se- 
cured quietly at Vancouver, British Co- 
lumbia, Hewitt owns extensive coal mines 
and coke ovens thirty miles from Tacoma. 
He has called for bids for 200-ton blast 
furnaces and will bring iron and limestone 
from British Columbia islands to the 
smelters with his own coal and coke on 
the Tacoma tide flats. j 
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TWENTY PRECIPITATED 
INTO THE NORTH RIVER 


Gangplank Breaks as Party Starts 
to Visit Austrian Cruiser. 


Prompt Work of Boatmen at 42d Street 


Pier Prevents Serious Results— 


Only One Person Injured. 


About twenty people were precipitated 
into the North River, at the foot of Forty- 
second Street, yesterday afternoon. These 
were among the several hundred, mostly 
Austrians, who had journeyed to the plier, in 
order to take advantage of an opportunity 
to inspect one of three vessels that compose 
the naval fighting strength of the Empire 
of Austria-Hungary, and their precipitation 
into the river was due to the frailty of a 
gang plank across which they had to walk 
in order to board boats to carry them to 
the anchorage of the cruiser Szigetvar. 

The pier, or rather shelf, for it is built 
on the plans of a shelf rather than that of 
a pier, was crowded all during the after- 
noon, and a mighty scramble had been go- 
ing on for an hour or so among the vis!- 
tors to be among the first to board one of 
the crafts moored alongside a float onto 
which they had to descend from the gang- 
plank in order to get in the boats. The 
gang plank was too light for the use it 
was put to and very few who witnessed 
the accident were at all surprised over 
what had happened. 

About twenty-eight men and two women 
were on the plank when the crash came. 
One of the girders suddenly was heard to 
crack, to be followed a moment later by 
its breaking, and the crashing of the rail- 
ing on the injured side. Immediately 
there was a cry of terror from those on the 
plank and another from those on shore, to 
the number of about 300, who were wait- 
ing a chance to follow in the footsteps of 
the unlucky thirty. 

Probably eighteen men and two women 
were thrown into the water, while the re- 
maining ten managed either to jump to 
the float or into one of the boats near by. 
The boatmen in the vicinity lost no time in 
going to the rescue, and in less than fif- 
teen minutes every one of the floundering 
sightseers had been picked up, and though 
some of them were pretty nearly exhausted 
they were all, with the exception of one of 
the women, unhurt. _The injured woman, 
who was scratched pretty badly about the 
face, was pulled out of the water by her 
husband, who refused to tell who she was, 
as did all of the others who had been treat- 
ed to the unwelcome bath. 

At the time of the accident there was 
only one man on what might be termed 
police duty at the pier. He was William 

art, the watchman on the pier, and he 
had all that he could do to keep things in 
some kind of order while he was there. 
After the accident Policeman motagar came to 
his assistance. The launch from the Sziget- 
var did not reach the scene in time to be 
of any assistance.

ng all tried to board her at. once. As a 
result there was some confusion. Various 
expedients were tried in order to explain 
that the launch would hold only twenty- 
five, but apparently without effect, until a 
stentorian voice announced “ Round trip, 50 
cents; tickets here,”’ when the anxiety to 
get aboard diminished noticeably. There 
was a high wind blowing. and the trip over 
Was a rough one, and after each boatload 
came across a fleet of hats of many differ- 
ent styles could be seen floating down the 
Hudson. 

The cruiser gets her name from a victory 
achieved by the Austrians over the Turks 
in the sixteenth century. She is a cruiser 
of the second class, carrying a crew of 
300 men, her armament consisting of eight 
five-inch guns. She was commissioned 
less than a year ago, this being her maiden 
voyage. She has visitéd Rio Janeiro, and 
other South American and island ports, 
New Orleans, Charleston, and Baltimore, 
and expects to visit English, French, and 
German ports before her return home. 

Everything on board the cruiser is kept 
in splendid condition, and the officers, the 
majority of whom speak good English, ap- 
pear to be always on the lookout for a 
chance to show off their ship. 

The saiiors will not be allowed shore 
leave while in New York. About fifteen 
of the complement have deserted so ‘ar 
on the cruise, and the Captain does not 
care to give any more the chance of be- 
coming citizens of countries bordering on 
the Western Atlantic coast. One of the 
deserters was caught in a South Ameri- 
can port, and is at present having a good 
time playing ping-pong in a rope cage 
about five feet square.

“As a Southern man and the son of 
one of the largest slave owners of the 
South, I am anxious for the people to dd 
all that can be reasonably expected _of 
them for the education of the negroes.

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GEN. MILES’S RETIREMENT. 
Open Secret in Washington that It Will 
Come Soon—Precedent Recom- 
mended by Himself. 
WASHINGTON, April 13.—The issues are 
fairly joined between the Lieutenant Gen- 
eral and the Secretary of War. The trou- 
bles which began long ago under the Cleve- 
land Administration have finally reached 
so critical a stage that the compulsory re- 
tirement of Gen. Miles at an early date is 
an open secret and is not denied at the 
White House. In explanation of President 
Rocsevelt's position one of his close friends, 
who unquestionably speaks by authority, 

says: 

“The question is not a personal one be- 
tween Gen. Miles and Secretary Root. At 
present Secretary Root has on his shoulders 
a heavier burden than any other member of 
the Administration. No man less strong 
could carry it at aH, and now, at the very 
time when he requires the most loyal sup- 
port of every subordinate who wishes well 
tu the army and the Nation, he has to 
spend much of his strength-in meeting,the 
opposition of the commanding General. If 
Gen. Miles is retired it will be simply be- 
cause, after patient trial, President Roose- 
velt feels that on the highest ethical 
grounds his retention would work grave 
and lasting injustice to the army as a 
whole.” 

“As some of Gen. Miles’s friends have 
said that it would be unfair to retire him, 
it should be said in the first place that he 
secured his promotion to a Brigadier Gen- 
eralship only through the similar iorced 
retirement of Gen, Ord, he himself being 
jumped over a number of his senior officers 
into the vacancy thus created; and, in the 
second place, that the only action of the 
kind taken by President Roosevelt since he 
has been in office was in the case of Col. 
Noyes, who was compulsorily retired, after 
reaching the age of sixty-two, on the 
recommendation of Gen. Miles. In other 
words, the General has himself recom- 
mended and profited by the very action 
which his friends now fear may be taken 
at his expense. 

‘If he should go out before Gen. Brooke is 
retired, Gen. Brooke, who is Gen. Miles’s 
senior both in service and in age, and who 
did gallant and distinguished work as a 
volunteer in the civil war, would undoubt- 
edly be put in his place as Lieutenant Gen- 
eral, as it is known that the Administra- 
tion has been very desirous of recognizing 
Gen. Brooke’s long and faithful service. 
Gen. Brooke during the civil war rendered 
equally meritorious service with Gen. 
Miles; Gen. Brooke was the first to obtain 
a commission, and throughout the civil 
war he retained his advantage, ending the 
war as Gen. Miles’s senior. After peace 
came, Gen. Miles was promoted over Gen. 
Brooke's head. 

“As Gen. Brooke will necessarily hold 
the position but a brief period before his 
retirement for age, Gen. S. M. B. Young is 
likely to succeed Gen. Brooke, and Gen. 


Chaffee’s promotion to follow two years 
hence.”’ 


COURT VINDICATES MR. MEALY. 


Mexico’s Highest Tribunal Decides 
American's Imprisonment Was Ir 
regular— Not Guilty as 


Charged. 

MONTEREY, Mexico, April 13.—The Su- 
preme Court of Apeals of Mexico has 
handed down a decision in the noted Mealy 
case, in which it is held that the impris- 
onment of Mr. Mealy by the! Federal Dis- 
triet Court at, Ciudad \Porfirlo Diaz was 
irregulat and arbitrary. It is declared that 
Mt. Mealy was not in contempt of court 
and was not guilty of perjury. 

He was imprisoned last year on a charge 
of contempt of court. He was summoned 
to give evidence in a miniag investigation 
being made by the court at Ciudad Porfirio 
Diaz. Sickness prevented his attendance 
at the~time, but he sent his attorney to 
explain to the court. The court refused 
to accept his explanation and ordered him 
to be arrested and sent forcibly to Ciudad 
Porfirio Diaz. He was imprisoned in 
Monterey four days, and in Ciudad Porfirio 
Diaz six days, in spite of protests of the 
American Consuls. At the end of this time 
the charges ofxperjury and robbery were 
added to that of contempt of court. 

After urgent protests, bail was allowed 
in the sum of $3,500, which Mealy had-to 
furnish in cash of a certain issue. This 
decision vindicates Mealy. 


LOCKED IN VAULT WITH BABE. 


Woman Summoned Aid by ’Phone, but 
Was a Prisoner for Hours,

TRENTON, N. J., April 13.—An erratic 
lock on the big vault of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s department caused the isolation of 
Mrs. Harry Phares and her baby for five 
hours yesterday. 

Mrs. Phares, who was formerly an at- 
taché of the office, was at the State House, 
and dropped inta the Adjutant General's 
department to use the telephone. The 
telephone is in the vault. Upon entering 


the vault, Mrs. Phares closed the door 
behind her. When she had finished her 
message, she turned to leave, only to find 
that she was locked in. ‘ 

She realized that it would be impossible 
to attract attention by screaming or pound- 
ing on the massive door, so called up the 
office of the State House Superintendent on 
the telephone. An expert was summoned, 
and Mrs. Phares was advised to bide her 
time, as it would take perhaps several 
hours to ‘“ dig’”’ her out. 

The lock played a similar prank on Col. 
Kiger, the Chief Clerk of the department, 
on the day of the recent Paterson fire. 
zocgrents messages for relief were pour- 
ing into the department, and Col. iger 
undertook.to get some direct communica- 
tion by telephone.

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MAJOR WALLER ACQUITTED 


Court Stood Eleven. to Two for 
That Verdict. 


Officer Had Been Tried on a Charge 
of Killing Filipinos in Samar 
Without Trial. 


MANILA, April 13.—Major Littleton W. T. 
Waller of the Marine Corps has been ac- 
quitted. He was tried by court-martial on 


the charge of killing natives of the Island 


of Samar without trial. 
The court stood 11 to 2 for Major Waller's 
acquittal. 


The court-martial to try Major Waller 
Was ordered on March 6. The charge was 
that he executed natives of the Island of 
Samar without trial under circumstances 
described as being peculiarly atrocious. 
Friends of Major Waller and Lieut. John 
Il. A. Day, whose court-martial was or- 
dered at the same time, attributed the al- 
leged actions of these officers to temporary 
mental aberration, due to the severe priva- 
tions they had suffered in the Island of 
Samar. In Washington it was intimated 
that the court-martial of Major Waller was 
due to the jealousy of brother officers, as 
Waller had a record for gallantry, was sure 
of promotion, and was in line for the com- 
mand of the Marine Corps. 

Major Waller, in his testimony given at 
Manila on March 31, described the nard- 
ships which the marines had to endure on 
account of the treachery of the natives. He 


said that the only order in which he per- 
haps exceeded his authority, was that 
which he issued to the marines calling 
upon them to avenge their brothers of the 
Ninth Infantry, who had been slaughtered 
in the Chinese expedition. Bvety one act, 
he declared, was inspired by n. Smith, 
who, he said, had given orders to kill 
every native person over ten years of age. 

Major Waller's first sea duty Was on 
the frigate Lancaster, which was present 
at the bombardmient of Alexandria. There 
he won distinction with a party of marines 
by removing 20,000 rounds of cortridges 
from a burning store. He became a Captain 
in 1890 and during the war with Spain 
was stationed on the battleship Indiana. 
When Cervera’s fleet came out of Santi- 
ago harbor, Waller's battery fired 1,744 
shots in sixty-five minutes. He was pro- 
moted to the rank of Major in 1899, was 
sent to Taku in June, 1900, and took part 
in the fighting at Tien-Tsin. He returned 
to Manila, and on Oct. 22, 1901, went to 
Samar with 330 marines.

Indications That Kitchener Has 
Sent Important News, 


CHAMBERLAIN SEES THE KING. 


Remains Two Hours With Him—Brit- 
ish Cabinet Conference Held at 


Midntoht S 
Midnight on Saturday. 


LONDON, April 14.—The announcemert 
of presence at Pretoria of. the Orange 
Free State and Transvaal leaders and :Gen- 
erals, who have been at Klerksdorp. con- 
sidering terms of peace, has causéd a de- 
cided in the hopefulness of «<he 
public congerning the possibility of. peac?. 

The comparatively brief duration of the 
conferences at Klerksdorp is regarded as 
an indication that the Boer leadefs found 

| little difficulty in agreeing upon some basis 
of negotiation. The transfer of the nego- 
tiations to Pretoria, where both Lord Kitch- 
ener and Lord Milner (British High Com- 
missioner in South Africa) are at present, 
is interpreted by the morning papers as 
that the Boers are prepared to 
make formal peace proposals. 

The latest reports received here from the 
Boer headquarters at Brussels and. The 
Hague are to the effect that the delegates 
will raise no opposition if honorable terms 
are granted and that the Boer leaders in 
South Africa have agreed to acétépt the 
maximum obtainable. 

The expectations aroused by the confer- 
ence at Pretorla have been further. height- 
ened by the movements of the Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, the Colonfal Secro- 
tary, and other members of th®, Cabitier, 
and by evidence that important dispatches 
are passing between Lord» Kitchenér and 
the Government. ‘ 

A conference of members the Cabinet 
was held on Saturday night at midnight in 
Mr. Chamberlain's house. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, Mr. Brodrick, (War Secretary,) Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, (Chancellor of. the 
Exchequer,) and the Duke of Devonshire, 
(Lord President of the Council,) were pres- 
ent. The conference terminated at 1 
o'clock yesterday morning, and yesterday 
Mr. Chamberlain and several of the Colon- 
ial Office officials were in their offices. 
Messengers passed between them and Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach. 

At half-past 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon Mr. Chamberlain drove to Bucking- 
ham Palace and remained with King Eda- 
ward for two hours. In the coufse of the 
afternoon messengers carried ‘dispatches 
from the Foreign Office to Lord: Salisbury,

These outward signs of Sunday activity 
have not been supplemented by ahy &u- 
thentic or official statement.

Beach was engaged in his office nearly all 
day yesterday is taken in some quartérs 
to indicate, a modification of the budget 
statement.

There appears to be no doubt. that tne 
Boer leaders have communicated the results 
of their deliberations to Lord Kitehenér. 
Attempts will be made in Parliament to-

MAKE BIG PROFITS 


Proprietors Find a Mine of Money 
in Sunday Sandwiches.

Customers Grumble, but Have to Pay— 
Excise Law in a New Aspect—Great 
Decrease in Number of Arrests. 


¥ 


For the first time since it came into ex- 
fstence the present excise law yesterday 
Was enforced in this city with comparative- 
ly little friction. The public, the police, 
and the proprietors of the Raines law hotels 
each seemed to have a clearer apprehension 
of their rights under the law than was the 
case the previous Sunday, when the first 
thorough enforcement was attempted. 

At midnight Police Headquarters report- 
ed forty-five arrests in-al boroughs for vio- 
lation of the excise law, as against 111 for 
the entire twenty-four hours of the pre- 
vious Sunday. Thirty-nine of the forty-five 
were made in Manhattan and the Bronx. 

Throughout the day the ordinary saloons 
were in the great majority of cases shut 
tight, and the illegal selling by places of 
this character was reduced practically to 
a minimum. During the past week Raines 
law hotel proprietors have been studying 
up the law and the conditions under which 
they can operate, and the result was made 
apparent yesterday in what practically 
amounted to an addition of 50 per cent. to 
the price of drinks. 

On former Sundays, while side doors of 
ordinary saloons were open all over the 
city, the sandwich provision of the Raines 
law remained practically a dead letter and 
hotels served their customers at the same 


ce as on ordinary week days. Now, 

Owever, they have discovered a new 
source of profit, and people who want to 
drink on Sunday find that it has become 
an expensive luxury. 

The Waldorf-Astoria adapted itself to 
the new conditions yesterday by adding 10 
cents to the price of every drink, and this 
was put down on the check given to cus- 
tomers as ‘“‘food.”’ Instead of the conven- 
tional Raines law sandwich, which in the 
majority of cases is served over and over 
again to different customers, being charged 
for each time, the Waldorf-Astoria served 
customers with meat patties. Nobody 
wanted these patties, but they were a nec- 
essary concomitant of each drink. What 
this means was shown by the case of four 
men who treated each other drinks, and 
who at the end had paid $1.60 for patties 
none of them ate, and the original cost of 
which probably amounted to 10 cents, leav- 
ing a clear $1.50 profit for the hotel. In 
former times the hotel had no such source 
of profit. 

Raines law hotels in other parts of the 
city charged on an average 5 cents extra 
on each drink, taking care to serve: food 
in some shape or form, and likewise in- 
sisting upoh the payment of the money. 
When customers ‘kicked’ they were 
blandly informed that it was “the law,” 
and they went out grumbling. 


WHAT ONE SANDWICH COST. 


A man sat dowf in one hotel and or- 
@ered several drinks, one after the other. 
A sandwich was placed in front of him 
with the first drink. He did not touch it. 
The waiter took it away,and brought it 
back with the second drink. This was re- 


peated two more times. When he finished 
the fourth drink the man had to pay for 
four sandwiches, although he said he eught 
only to pay for one, and when he left he 
said he saw the same sandwich which he 
had already bought four times over being 
served to another customer. The profit on 
this kind of business to the saloon keeper 
is greater than on anything else he sells, 

The police, after assuring themselves that 
the ordinary saloons were closed and that 
they had left the shutters open so that 
the public could ,have a full view of the 
bars, devoted a good deal of their atten- 
tion to seeing that the Raines law hotels 
Were complying with the conditions pre- 
scribéd by the statute. As there are over 
1,500 of these places in New York. although 
all of them were not open, the police had 
plenty of work. Several times during the 
day officers went into Raines law hotels 
and kept their eyes open. Whenever they 
found a violation of the statute an arrest 
Was made. 

One effect of the extra charge now made 
for sandwiches, it is claimed, will be a 
decrease in the amount of Sunday drink- 
ing, as it practically amounts to a large 
addition to the price of drinks, and in that 
respect the Raines law will tend to vindi- 
cate itself by ——— consumption 
of alcoholic beverages. r. Raines stated 
last week that the excise law with which 
his name is identified had never before had 
a fair show, and that now that it is being 
enforced it has justified itself by affording 
the only compromise that is possible in 
New York, putting an end to police black- 
mail, shutting up the ordinary saloons, 
diminishing Sunday drinking, and allowing 
people who insist on drinking on Sunday to 
do.so under the law. 

It was noticed yesterday that the public 
seemed to take the new order of things 
quite as a matter of course, and that men 
did not-linger around saloons drinking by 
the hour, but came in and went out freely. 
This was stated to be one effect of know- 
ing that Sunday drinking in New York 
was now for the first time being conducted 
in a perfectly legal manner. 

When- men sneaked in through a side 
door of a saloon it was said they had a 
tendency to stay there by the hour drini- 
ing, not knowing, if they went out, wheth- 
er they could get back again or if the 

lace would not be closed. Hence they 

rank more than they really wanted, Under 
the condition of yesterday, however, ihey 
walked into Raines law hotels as a maitcr 
of right, and, well knowing that the piace 
would be open all day and they couilc zo 
and come as they pleased, bought just us 
many drinks as they wanted and no more, 
and then walked out. 

“The Raines law hotel crowds,” said one 
bartender, ‘“‘do not now sit down and soak 
themselves. They wander in and take one 
or perhaps two drinks and then are off. 
here is no more of the shamefacedness 
about the business, and we are now selling 
drinks openly on Sunday, the way you 
would sell hats or loaves of bread. The 
public has already caught on to the legal 
aspect of the business. The fellows who 
used to like to drink on Sunday because it 
Was against the law now find their occu- 
pation gone.” 


THE SIDE DOOR BUSINESS. 


The side door, however, dies hard. In 
many precincts of the city arrests were 
made for illegal selling in ordinary saloons, 
although a great number of these were 
for violation of the law soon after midnight 
Saturday night, and did not properly be- 
long in the list of Sunday violations. The 
‘saloons that were doing a side door busi- 
ness in the afternoon were comparatively 
few and far between. These, it is said, 
will become fewer and fewer if the present 


enforcement of the law continues. This is 
mainly for the reason that it does not pay. 

The very + faerie eed of the business 
and the difficulty of getting into such 

laces reduces the number of customers to 
the point where there is not much profit in 
it. In addition to the risk the saloon keeper 
has to out extra money to his bartend-. 
ers, and he has to pay the look-outs if not 
‘the police, and unless his Sunday. trade be 
a really big ohe the profits are soon eaten 
up, especially as the “ sandwich-profit” 
does not enter into his calculations. 

In Harlem yesterday some ordinary sa- 
loons did a side-door business. The reason 
for this is that everybody knows every-

body in Harlem, and each saloon has its | 


lar customers. At the same time, it 

was questioned by bartenders last night 
whether there was any profit in such busi- 
ness. They said many men preferred to 
o to a Raines iaw hotel, where they knew 
hey were breaking no law, ther than to 
the back room of a saloon which they en- 
tered through a side door, where they were 
haunted by the ever-present fear of a raid. 
There were reports of a numbér of sa- 
loons in New York, which, in order to take 
advantage of the new conditions, are turn- 
ing themselves into Raines law hotels as 
~Yapidly as possible. Contrary to the gen- 
eral belief, a Raines law hotel license cosis 
f ly the same as an ordinary saloon 
icense. Considerable additional expense is, 
however, involved in the maintenance of the 
extra ten bedrooms. his in a great num- 
ber of cases practically amounts to two 
ene floors, the rent of which is an 
‘important item. To keep these rooms va- 
cant during the week would more than 
ah ogg the profits from the Sufiday busi- 
, but if the rooms can be let at or- 

di hotel rates or even a little tess

POLICE REVENUE CUT OFF. 


Cartin's promptness tn refusing to be 
“held up” was regarded as typical of 
the attitude of Raines law hotel proprie- 
tors, who now find if easier and cheaper 


to comply with the law than to break it, 
while the police revenue 1s entirely cut off. 

The falling off in the total number of 
arrests made for violation of the excise 
jaw as compared with the previous Sun- 
day was attributed to greater familiarity 
by the saloon keepers with “the condi- 
tions."” These were not only the condi- 
tions of the law, but the conditions of the 
police attitude. The arrests a week pré- 
vious had been above the average because 
that was the first day of the new strict 
enforcement and many saloon’ keepers 
either did not believe then that the police 
would actually enforce the law or stub- 
bornly intended to resist. Last week it {a 
said they realized there was no use fight- 
ng at present. 

fany saloon keepers do not believe the 
present conditions will continue for any 
great length of time, but it was said they 
do not yet see their way clearly and are 
er to wait for a time and meanwhile 
consult together. 


MANY SHOPKEEPERS ARRESTED 


Eldridge Street Police Round Up Fif- 
ty-seven Petty Violators of the 
Sunday Closing Law. 


Despite the activity of the uniformed po- 
lice all over Manhattan@yesterday the 
men of the Eldridge Street Precinct, un- 
der command of Capt. Walsh, easily beat 
all records for a Sabbath'’s work. Up to 
midnight they had made in all sixty-one 
arrests for violation of the Sunday clos- 
ing laws. Of these only four were for vio- 
lation of the excise law. The complaints 
against the other fifty-seven prisoners 


range all the way from the selling of 2 


cents worth of peanuts from a corner stand 

to selling a Hester Street suit of clothes. 
The crusade against the shopkeepers, 

peddlers, and the Hke began early in the 


morning. Many of the prisoners were Jews 
who do not observe the Christian Sabbath 
as a day of either rest or worship. They 
opened their little pe and stores early, 
and it was not 7 o’clock when the first ar- 
rests were made. Nine of this class were 
taken to the station house, made to give 
their pedigrees, and then haled to the Essex 
Market Police Court, where they were ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Brann. There 
they each were fined $5 for violating the 
Sunday closing laws. 

Many of those arrested during the day 
succeeded in ——— bail, but others were 
not so fortunate in having land-owning 
friends and had either to stay in a cell or 
submit to the demands of the professional 
bondsman. 

For the most part the arrests were made 
by men in uniform, whd, although they did 
not personally make the purchases, stood 
by and saw the sales made. In some few 
instances the arrests were made by pre- 
cinct detectives in plain clothes. 

There was the greatest indignation last 
night among the shopkeepers and peddlers 
and on every hand the police action was 
denounced as an outrage. . 

All the arrests of this class yesterday 
appear to have been made in the Eldridge 
Street Precinct. The total throughout the 
city on the previous Sunday was 125. 


HOW BROOKLYN FARED. 


“ Wet” Spots in the Borough Far Oat- 
numbered the “Dry "—Side- 
Door Businers Done. 

Brooklyn was ‘“‘wet”" and “dry” in 
spots yesterday—the “ wet” spots far out- 
numbering the ‘dry’ spots. There were 
no indications that the police were follow- 
ing up their unwonted activity of the pre- 
ceding Sunday, and the number of arrests 
for alleged violations of the excise laws 
Was not abeve the Sunday average. Five 
arrests were made during the day, as 
against twenty-seven on the previous Sun- 

ay. . 

Many saloons in different parts of the 
borough were closed, but as a general 
thing the proprietors of these places sus- 
pended business for the day of their own 
accord, fearing trouble. In nearly every 
section of the borough, however, saloons 
could be found which were doing a quiet 
side-door business, and these, with the 
many Raines law hotels, where drinks were 
sold with the usual sandwich display on 
the tables, made it ® comparatively easy 
spotter for Brooklynites to satisfy their 

irst. 


CONEY ISLAND DECOROUS. 


Capt. Driscoll and a Large Body of 
Policemen Enforce the Law. 
Deputy Commissioner Ebstein yesterday 
sent an order to Capt. Driscoll of the 
Coney Island precinct to rigorously enforce 
the laws in that district. Accordingly Capt. 


Driscoll read the riot act along the various 
thoroughfares, and as a consequence there 
was a small panic among the proprietors 
of the various resorts, much of whose in- 
come depends upon an extremely liberal en- 
forcement of the laws. 

The sandwich rule was strictly observed 
in the hotels, the barkers were not doin 
business, the pool rlors were closed, an 
in the concert halls the performers were 
not permite to appear in stage clothes, 
all of which caused much surprise to Coney 
Island. Sixty additional policemen were 
on hand, with -twenty detectives from 
Headquarters. 

Forty thousand people visited the island 
during the day. 


The Law Obeyed on Staten Isiand. 

There was a very general observance of 
the excise law on Staten Island. All saloons 
appeared to have ceased business for the 
day, and the hotels obeyed the law with 
much elaborateness, At South Beach two 
hotels were open and doing business, but 
insisting on meals. or a sandwich belng 
served first, as also did the hotel open at 
Midland Beach. 


INFORMER HIMSELF ARRESTED. 


Charles Dooley, a bartender at 480 Sev- 
enth Avenue, was arrested yesterday by 
Policeman Reuben O'Connor of the West 
Thirty-seventh Street Station, who charged 


him with selling in a back room. Dooley 
was admitted to bail. Later Peter Ceder, 
a dog fancier of 118 West Thirty-seventh 
Street, called at the police station and told 
the Sergeant that he had bought a glass of 
whisky in the place. 

The Sergeant sent Policeman John Hol- 
land around to the saloon with the com- 
plainant. Holland again placed Dooley un- 
der arrest. On the way back to the emtion

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POLICE HAD LAST LAUGH 


Turned. Tables or a Boniface Who 
Tried to Fool Them. 


Kept Customers in His Saloon All 
Night, and He Had to Placate His 
Guests with Free Drinks. 


As the darkness of night was giving way 
to the gray of dawn yesterday, the hall door 
of a saloon on Washington Street, near the 
‘Borough Hall, Brooklyn, was cautiously 
opened, while a man stuck his head out 
and looked searchingly up and down the 
déserted strect. The head was drawn in 
again and a moment later about twenty 
weary and disgusted-looking men stole out 
of the saloon in single file and hurried 
away in different directions. Some time 
late, in twenty Brooklyn homes as many 
Brooklyn husbands were busy trying to 
explain to as many Brooklyn wives their 
all night's absence:.from the bosoms of 
their familtes. 

The explanation of it all involves a com- 
edy, Or a roaring farce, as it may seem, 
grcwing out of the efforts of Capt. Charles 
Bedell to keep the saloons of the Adams 
Street Precinct closed on Sundays. Since 
Bedell took command of the precinct, 
which is known as the Brooklyn Tender- 
loin, about two months ago, he has been 
making personal tours of the district after 
midnight each Sunday morning to see that 
the saloons are ‘closed. Three or four of 
the saloon keepers in the precinct have 
been making a practice of merely pretend- 
ing to close their places, and opening again 
for a back-room business as soon as the 
Captain has returned to the station house. 
Suspecting that this was being done, Capt. 
Bedell planned yesterday morning to turn 
the tables on one of the saloon keepers 
who had been fooling him. 

Accompanied by one of his roundsmen, 
he started out on his usual tour shortly 
after midnight. When he came to a certain 
saloon on Washington Street the Captain 
stopped in front of it and looked the place 
over carefully. To all appearances the sa- 
loon was closed. After surveying the place 
the Captain and the roundsman passed on 
down the street. They had hardly turned 


the corner below. when half a aozen men 
came along, stopped at the hal! door of the 
saloon, and «xnocked. A head popped up 
above the window screen within and a pair 
of sharp eyes closely scrutinized the per- 
sons without. Then the hall door was 
opened and the men were admitted to a 
back room. Other thirsty men came along 
from time to time, and the performance 
was repeated until about a score had been 
admitted to the place. 

Then, to the surprise and consternation 
of the lookout behind the window screen, 
Capt. Bedell and the roundsman suddenly 
reappeared across the street, where they 
stood watching the saloon. The lookout 
quickly passed the word to the proprietor, 
and the latter double-locked the hall door. 
The unexpected reappearance of the Cap- 
tain led the saloon keeper to believe that 
& scheme was on foot to trap him, and he 
détermined that he would not be trapped. 
Not only would he not admit another man 
to the place, but those already inside 
should not get out until the Captain had 
gene away. But the Captain showed no 

isposition to go away. With the rounds- 
man he paeced-up and down in front of the 
saloon for an hour. Finally he did walk 
away up the street, and the saloon keeper 
heaved a sigh of relief. 

‘“*I knew he wouldn't stick it out long,” 
he remarked, with a chuckle of satisfaction, 

“ But the roundsman’'s there yet,’’ ob- 
served the lookout. 

**Oh, he'll go, too, in a minute,’’ said the 
proprietor, confidently. 

But the roundsman didn’t go in a minute, 
nor in many minutes. He walked up and 
down before the place for two more hours, 
and at the end of that time a patrolman 
came along and relieved him. The patrol- 
man took up the vigil, keeping as watchful 
an eye upon the saloon as had the Captain 
and the roundsman. 

In the meantime all sorts of things were 
happening in ine back room of the saloon. 
Most of the men who had been admitted 
there were eee workers who had stopped 
to get a drink while on the way home to 
their families. After satisfying their thirst 
some of them got up to leave. 

“ You will have to remain where you are, 
gentlemen,” said the proprietor, to their as- 
tonishment; “ I can't let you out just now.” 

“ Why not?” they chorused. 

The proprietor explained the situation, 
and his explanation caused much uneast- 
ness among those in the room. : 

“They’re going to raid the place as- 
serted one man of family, ‘‘and I demand 
that you let me out.”’ ‘ 

The proprietor, however, was firm,’ and 
refused to unlock the door. The policeman 
watching outside, he declared, would get 
tired in a little while and go away. ut 
the minutes wore on, and there was no 
sign that the policeman intended to leave.

After a farewell drink all around ‘on the 
house,” the saloon keeper's unwilling 
guets, blear-eyed and sleepy, filed sheep- 
ishly out through the hallway and started 
hemeward to explain to their waiting wives 
how it happened. 

‘*Gee!’’ exclaimed the saloon keeper. 
after he had let them all out, “all my 
vesterday’s profits have gone into the 
stomachs of those fellows. I close at mid- 
night sharp next Saturday, you can bet- 
cher Bweet life.” 


ASTRONOMICAL EXPEDITION. 


Marvard Professor Wil! Go to Peru to 
' Study the Planet Eros. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BOSTON, Mass., April 13.—Prof. Solin I. 
Bailey of the astronomical observatory at 
Harvard will leave in a week for Har- 
vard’s southern astronomical station at 
Arequipa, Peru, to study the peculfarities 
of Eros, the minor planet distovered five 


ears ago. One of the characteristics of 

ros, which is the planet closest to the 
earth, is its inconsistency of light. Some- 
times this is bright and sometimes faint. 
Then again it will continue for consider- 
able periods without variation. 

This fickleness has puzzled astronomers, 
and Prof. Bailey is going to try to get into 
closer touch and expose its whims to the 
scientific world, This time has been chosen 
because the.planet will be ‘‘in opposition ” 
early in the Summer of 1903; that is to say, 
at that time it will be in line with both the 
earth and the sun. The reason for carry- 
ing on the investigation at Arequipa is 
that the orbit of Eros is tipped at such an 
angle to that of the earth that the asteroid 
will be practically invisible from here at 
the time of its opvosition, barely rising 
above the horizon of the northern latitude.

RUSSIA’S TREATMENT OF JEWS. 
Meeting Held to Bring Abcut a Better. 
ment of Conditions in the 
Czar’s Empire. 

The New York Branch of the Israelite 
Alliance of America met in Ahawath Chesed 
Synagogue, Fifty-fifth Street and Lexing- 
ton Avenue, yesterday afternoon to take 
some measures to relieve the condition of 
the persecuted Jews in Rusisa and Rou- 
mania. 

Congressman Henry M. Goldfogle was 
present, and urged the alliance ‘to sys- 
tematic and energetic effort, and promised 
to lend all the help he could in Congress. 
He said the resolution he recently intro- 
duced, calling on the Secretary of State to 
inform Congress if it were true that Russia 
denied Jews the privilege of entering the 
Czar’s domain, had had the desired effect. 
He believed, he said, that the evil would 
be remedied, and that in time Americans 


would be recognized everywhere, irrespect- 
ive of their religion. 

Louis Marshall. President of the Na- 
tional Alliance, told how Isidor Straus had 
been denied a passport to Russia. ‘‘ Mr. 
Straus told me that Secretary John G. Car- 
lisle made a persenal call on the Russian 
Minister at Washington, to ask for the 
passport, and was incensed when it was 
refused. Then I know that the late Leon- 
ard Lewisohn, the distinguished philanthro- 
pist, had the utmost difficulty in entering 

ussia, although he had busines there of 
the greatest importance. This country is 
no longer in its swaddling clothes, and 
now that it has become a world power it 
can demand that all nations treat all Amer- 
icans alike.”

GOLD FOUND IN KANSAS. 


Paying Quantities Discovered Near 
the Colorado Border.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., April 13.—‘‘A rush of 
fortune seekers will be seen-in the next 
few weeks which will equal that caused 
by the oil discoveries in Texas last year,” 
said D. R. Beatty, the Beaumont “ Oil 
King,” at the Planters’ Hotel to-night. 
“Their destination will be the shale gold 
fields of Western Kansas. 

“Just now the few persons who have 
heard of the discoveries in Ellis and Trego 


Counties out near the Colorado border, 
are inclined to think it is a fairy tale, be- 
cause it is in Kansas. They will find out 
the contrary in a short time. 

“The high bluffs along Smoky Hill River 
for about fifteen miles are composed of a 
blue formation of soft stone, a sort of petri- 
fied mud, which goes by the name of shale. 
Recent investigation of the shale, com- 
menced for the purpose of striking oil, has 
chown us that gold in heavy paying quali- 
ties and zine in sufficient quantities to be 
a valuable side line are to be found for the 
length I have stated.” 


DISORDER AT BARGE OFFICE. 


Crowd at Immigrant Landing Resists 
Police and Four Arrests Are 
Made—One Man Injured. 

There were lively times at the Battery 
yesterday. Four arrests, requiring two 
trips of the patrol wagon, were made, and 
one of the prisoners received a severe scalp 

wound while resisting arrest. 

All the forenoon a crowd of perhaps 490 
people, mostly Italians, waiting for immi- 
grant friends to arrive by the Ellis Island 
boat, had been causing two uniformed po- 
licemen and two plain clothes detectives 


considerable annoyance and trouble by their 
frequent attempts to pass the gate which 
leads to the Barge Office pier. The po- 
licemen were only able to keep the crowd 
back by frequent applications of a black- 
thorn on the legs of the obstinate ones, but 
no serious trouble resulted until one of the 
men, Policeman Dickey says, reached down 
into his boot for a knife. 

Dickey hit the man quickly with his club, 
knocked him down, and took the knife 
away from him, It was a nasty-looking 
piece of cutlery, with a blade nearly 2x 
inches long, and ag sharp as a razor. 

The man's head began to bleed, and he 
shouted that he was killed. The patrol! 
wagon was sent for, and the prisoner taken 
to the Church Street Station. There he 
gave his name as Peter Staschnow of 330 
Kast Thirty-fifth Street. 

Meanwhile the other three policemen had 
been having their hands full with the 
crowd. The arrival of the 1 o'clock boat 
got the crowd excited, and they made a 
rush for the gate. The policemen, after a 
liberal use of the stick, managed to keep 
them off the sidewalk, but one of the detect- 
ives, Louts Tancredi, thought he saw an 
unlicensed hotel runner trying to do busi- 
ness with one of the arriving immigrants. 
The man resisted the detective’s attempt 
to arrest him, and had to be subdued. 
Then Policeman Gebhardt grabbed an- 
other man, who, he claims, 1s also an 
illegal hotel runner, and the patrol wagon 
was again sent for. 

While the policemen were searching their 
prisoners, a man, it is said, made the threat 
that he would shoot any policeman who 
should hit him with a stick. The man 
then walked awey. but was followed by 
Detective Tancredi, who had overheard the 
remark. 

The man had reached the elevated rail- 
road station steps when the detective 
stepped up and to:id him he was under ar- 
rest. The man, Tancredi says, attempted to 
strike him and put up a struggle that caused j 
a crowd of over 200 persons to collect. 
The detective alleges that the man called 
on the crowd to protect him, and tried 
to cause a riot. Policeman Gebhardt and 
Detective Quackenbos, went to Tancredi's 
rescue, and after a hard fight shoved the 
man into the patrol wagon, which had 
in the meantime arrived. 

At the station house the men gave their 
hames as William Kendeman of 26 Rec- 
tor Street, Antonio Sponal of 140 Eldridge 
Street, and Louis lani of 26 Rector 
Street. All the prisoners were charged with 
disorderly conduct, and will be arraigned 
in the Centre Street Court this morning. 


RELIGIOUS AUCTION SALE. 


Sums Ranging from $10 to $1,000 Paid 
for Performing Jewish Rites. 


CHICAGO, April 18.—Rites of the an- 
cient Jewish faith dead for 2,000 years 
were revived in Chicago to-day when many 
members paid sums ranging from $10 to 
$1,000 for the privilege of performing cer- 
tain ceremonies connected with the laying 


of the cornerstone of the new Home for 
Aged Orthodox Jews, at Ogden and Albany 
Avenues. 

Samuel Sdartz of Waukegan gave $1,000 
for the privilege of laying the cornerstone.

The right to light the 
second brought $75, and $55 each was paid 
for the privilege of lighting the third and 
fourth. The others were sold all the way 
from $50 down to $10 until the last: Then 
the bidding became spirited when it was 
known that but one more was to be light- 
ed. and $175 was paid for the privilege.

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MME. VON OLENHAUSEN DEAD.! OBSERVANT SKIPPER’S LOG. 


She Served as a Nurse in the Civil and 
Franco-Prussian -Wars—Decorated 


by Emperor William I.

BOSTON, April 13.—The Baroness Marie 
von Olenhausen, more familiarly known as 
‘The Little Madame with the Iron Cross,” 
died yesterday morning at her home in 
Lexington. 

For many years Mme. von Olenhausen 
had lived in the Grandmann Studios, but 
it was not until the visit of Prince Henry 
that she was brought prominently into pub- 
lic notice, She was born in Lexington. Her 
maiden name was Phinney. After complet- 
ing her education she. went to Manchester, 
N. H., as designer of prints in one of the 
cotton mills. 

There she met and married Baron von 
Olenhausen, who was employed as a chem- 
ist in the same mill. The Baron, who was.a 
Saxon nobleman, died a year and a half 
after his marriage. Shortly after his death 
the civil war broke out, and the Baroness 
went South and served as a nurse through- 
out the struggle. After her return to Bos- 
ton, at the close of the war, she was ap- 
pointed the first Superintendent of the 
Nurses’ Training School which was started 
at the Massachusetts General Hospital. 

When the Franco-Prussian war began 
Mme. von Olenhausen determined to give 
the benefit of her experience to her hus- 
band’s people, and set sail for Germany. 
She went through a great number of excit- 
ing experiences during the war. When 
peace was declared Emperor William I. 
presented the Iron Cross to her and she al- 
Ways wore it on her breast. This Iron 
Cross, together with a handkerchief given 
to her by King Ludwig of Bavaria, who 
visited her on a battlefield, she has be- 
queathed to the Lexington Historical So- 
ciety. 

After her return home Mme. von Olenhau- 
sen resumed her old work of designing. She 
was not willing to accept assistance from 
her family or friends, but supported her- 


self up to the last by designing and em- 
broidering doylies and table covers, 


CHURCH LOST BY SPECULATION 


New England Methodist Conference 
Trustees Dropped $20,000 in Un- 
wise Investments.

BOSTON, Mass., April 13.—The New Eng- 
land Methodist Conference is face to face 
with a loss of nearly $20,000—to be exact, 
$18,941.Sl—as a result of unwise speculation 
by former Trustees. So the special com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the trust 
funds reported at the executive session 
Saturday morning. The funds of the Con- 
ference, invested mostly in Western securi- 
ties, amounted to $35,000, and year by year 
for a period of twenty-five years the in- 
come has. dwindled until at the Conference 
at Spencer last year this special commit-

Choate, and that the sending of a special 
embassy for that purpose is unwarranted, 
unnecessary, uncalled for, and derogatory 
to the democratic, republican principles of 
government by the consent of the gov- 
erned ’’—was more or less earnestly con- 
curred in by the speakers—John S. Crosby, 
Gen. James O'Beirne, State Senator 
Joseph P. Hennessy, Congressman_ William 
Sulzer, James R. Brown, Charles Sotheran, 
and Leopold Hoff of Hamburg.

FATAL FIGHT IN A BALLROOM. 


Conflicting Stories of Werner’s Death— 
William Leonard, Bruised and Bat- 


tered, Remanded Without Bail. 

On a short affidavit, charging homicides, 
William Leonard, a waiter, twenty-three 
years old, of 166 East One Hundred and 
Ninth Street, was arraigned in the Harlem 
Police Court yesterday and remanded to 
the Coroner without bail. The complain- 
ant was Policeman McByrne of the East 
One Hundred and Fourth Street Station. 

Leonard was arrested in connection with 
the death at 4 oclock yesterday morning 
of Albert Werner, a twenty-year-old: youth 
of 199 East One Hundred and Ninth Street. 
There is much variance in the stories of 
the manner in which Werner met his 
death. Some say he was beaten until he 
died; others say that he fell down stairs. 

Both Leonard and Werner and the for- 
mer's wife me ee a ball at the Harlem 
Lyceum, Third Avenue and One Hundred 


and Seventh Street. According to the 
story told by Mrs. Leonard, who has been 
married but a few months, the ball was 
going smoothly until about o'clock yes- 
terday morning. Werner, she says, ap- 
proached her to try to sell a ticket for a 
ball to be given in the near future. Mrs. 
Leonard refused. Then Werner asked her 
to dance. 

* But I refused to dance,”’ she declares, 
and asserts that Werner resented the re- 
fusal. Later Mrs. Leonard informed her 
husband. He looked for Werner, and they 
met in the middle of the ballroom. 

A free-for-all fight followed, and the 
friends of both Leonard and Werner mixed 
in. Then Werner fell, his head striking 
the floor violently. He was unconscious, 
and while some of his friends cared for 
him, others took up the fight against Leon- 
ard. The latter was badly battered up and 


bruised. 

Werner's friends took him home, still 
unconscious, where he was put to bed. 
Dr. Gottlieb Sternberg of 204 East One 
Hundred and Thirteenth Street was called 
to attend the young man. 

Later Policeman McByrne heard of the 
fight and that the ball had broken up in a 
free fight. He started out to investigate. 
He went to Werner's house, but was at 
first refused admission. Leonard was then 
found at his home, and made to get up and 
go to the Werner house. They were again 
refused admission, but they heard then 
that Werner had died about 4 o'clock. 
Leonard was arrested at once. 

Dr. Sternberg said last night that when 
called to attend the young man he found 
him unconscious. sufferin from contu- 
sions in the back of the head. He died 
without regaining consciousness. Death, 
he said, had, in his opinion, .been caused 
by some blunt instrument or by d fall, and 
really resulted from ‘hemorrhage of the 
brain. since there was a ruptured blood 
vessel in the ‘brain. 

Some of those who attended the ball de- 
clare that Weruer fel] down stairs and was 
hurt in that way. Leonard was badly 
bruised and battered when in court yester- 
day.

Rockland County Jailer Knocked In- 
sensible When He Opened Celi Door 
—Were to be Sentenced To-day. 
NYACK, N. Y., April 13.—Frank Wyman 
and Frank Martin, prisoners who to-mor- 
row were to be sentenced to Sing Sing 
Prison for burglary and grand larceny, es- 
caped from the Rockland County jail early 
to-day, after nearly killing John Van Nos- 
trand, the jailer. The prisoners last De- 
cember broke into the residences of Tru- 
man H. Baldwin and Howard Van Buren, 
wealthy residents of South Nyack. They 
were captured by the Englewood, N. J., 
police while on a train and brought back 
to Rockland County by extradition proceed- 
ings.

THE WAR ON MOSQUITOS. 


South Orange Society to Continue Its 
Work of Extermination. 
Special to The New York Times. 
SOUTH ORANGE, N. J., April 13.—It has 
been decided by the members of the South 
Orange Village Improvement Society to 
continue the work of mosquito extermina- 
tion which was begun last year, and to or- 
ganize for the work of the Summer. In a 
circular just issued the society draws these 
conclusions on the results of the work of 
last season: 
“ First, an immense improvement was 
made in localities where it was compara- 


tively easy to get at and place oil upon the 
stagnant water. Second, no perceptible im- 
provement was noted where there were 
large pools of water difficult to treat with 
oil. Third, that tall grass and weeds in 
low spots add greatly to the difficulties of 
finding stagnant water and applying the 
oil. Fourth, that it is unwise to —— 
upon property owners to attend to the oiling. 
Fifth, that wherever complaints arose ot 
mosquitos being numerous a breeding place 
could be found within a few hundred feet 
of the locality complained of, Sixth, drain- 
age in some localities is absolutely de- 
manded.”’ 

The upshot of the findings of the society 
is that if all breeding places for mosquitos 
are drained off or kept continually treated 
with oil to the end that no mosquitoes shal] 
be bred within the village limits, a great 
reduction in the number of mosquitos will 
be effected.

A BANQUET TO NEWSBOYS 


Twelve Hundred Urchins Guests of 
Randolph Guggenheimer. 


Brooklyn Lads Invited for the First 
Time to the Annual Function— 
Host Talks on Thomas Jefferson. 


Twelve hundred newsboys of Manhattan 
and Brooklyn were the guests last evening 
of Randolph Guggenheimer, the former 
President of the City Council, who ten- 
dered them a dinner in the Newsboys 
Lodging House. This event in the news- 
boys’ life has got to be looked forward to 
with juvenile enthusiasm and expectancy 
and looked back upon with the same 
amount of regret. In fact, the newsboys’ 
dates from Mr. Guggenheimer’s 
annual dinner. 

It was to the 1,200 little mouths a Bel- 
shazzar feast, with the exception that 
after the dinner no mysterious handwrit- 
ing appeared on the wall to inform the 
diners that “they had been found want- 
ing.” If they had been weighed in the 
balance they would have sent the indi- 
ecator flying round toward the heavier 
side. 

Mr. Guggenheimer’s dinner to the news- 
boys is annually set for George Washing- 
ton’s Birthday. But this year, he yester- 
day explained to his young friends, his 
time was taken up in arranging for the 
reception to Prince Henry. So he appoint- 
ed the birthday of Thomas Jefferson in- 
stead. On previous occasions only the 
newsboys of Manhattan and the Bronx 
had been feasted, but by a unanimous vote 
the boys decided to invite the Brooklyn 
newsboys, with the provisionary clause in 
the resolution ‘“‘dat dey didn’t get gay,” 
and only one of their number offended. 
He was a well-dressed, intellectual-looking 
of twelve years, who said hig family 
had moved to Brooklyn from Cambridge, 
Mass. His use of big words didn't suit the 
other boys.

| chartered trolley cars, leaving at different 


points of the borough. They were in charge 
of Herbert F. Gunnison of The Brooklyn 
Each, like a political delegate to a 
convention, had pinned cn his 
coat a white silk ribben, which bore a 
portrait of Mr. Guggenheimer and the 
words * Brooklyn Newsboys.’ They were 
the centre of interest when they allighted 
from the cars on the Manhattan side of 
the bridge all shouting: *‘ Here’s where we 
loop the loop.” 

Mr. Gunnison and his assistants had pro- 
vided them with a “ yell,’ and they gave 
it incessantly on the way over with the 
spirit of the college freshman. The words 
were: ‘*‘ Uxtra, uxtra, uxtra; come, let us 
for we are the newsies of old Brook- 
lyn,”’ Mr. Guggenheimer had invited @ 
number of adults to the affair, among 
whom were many women. The newsboys 
ail assembled before the dinner in the li- 
brary and listened to a speech by Mr. 
Guggenheimer, who told them that it was 
Jetterson’s birthday, and asked if any boy 
preset knew who Thomas Jefferson was. 
The boy trom Cambridge in the Brooklyn 
delegation jumped to his feet, but was too 
slow, tor ‘a diminutive Manhattanite in the 
first row was given the floor. 

‘*He was de guy dat kept his peepers 
shut for twimty years,’’ and he sat down 
amid the laughter of all his hearers. He 
was told that he had got Mr. Jefferson, the 
actor, mixed with the great statesman, but 
he did not seem to believe it. Mr. Guggen- 
heimer in his address to the boys said in 
art: 
pe No boys born outside of America have 
such opportunities given to them. We are 
the citizens of a country in which all men 
are created free and equal. That is some- 
thing of which we are intensely proud, be- 
cause it means that we are not only equal 
before the law of the land, but that we are 
all given equal opportunities for our future 
life work. It cannot be said of any other 
nation on the face of the earth that so 
many of our Presidents, our Governors, our 
Senators, our Representatives, our great 
lawyers and bankers and business men are 
self-made. Thousands of such men have 
once been poor boys and risen to wealth 
and honor through their own hard work 
and intelligence. Most of the great busi- 
ness men in the City of New York were er- 
rand boys earning. from two to four dollars 
a week. They began at the foot of the lad- 
der and went upward rung by rung. They 
found many rivals on the ground floor. 
‘There is a great crush there, but there is 
plenty of room at the top. 

“The Declaration of Independence is the 
very spirit of American life and liberty. It 
was written by the great patriot on whose 
birthday I have asked you to attend this 
dinner and do honor to his memory. He 
was a typical American and is regarded as 
the man who laid down for all time the 
Democratic principles that have made our 
country the home of prosperity and free-

*’ Let me gssure you, boys, that it gives 
me very reat pleasure to be your host this 
evening, and | shall have a sufficient re- 
ward if my words will inspire any of you to 
acquire those habits of life and good con- 
duct which will enable you to rise from 
your present condition and take your place 
among the successful men of his age.’’

that it would only be courtesy to allow the 
Brooklyn boys to dine first. 
swered by cries from all parts of the hall: 
**Dey’s hungry kids; dey'll eat it all up. 
Say, Brook’ys, leave some of de feed.” 
they were then taken down stairs in crowds 
of 250. The Commissary Department had 
been at work all day long preparing for 
the event. The bill of fare consisted of 
roast turkey and chicken, potatoes, tur- 
nips, celery, bread and butter, coffee, ice 
cream, and cake. The boys represented all 
ages, ranging from four years up to fif- 
teen. It required but a short time for them 
to devour the tempting eatables, Some 
day, perchance, Thomas Jefferson may 
have a rival for fame asa statesman among 
them, but yesterday another personage was 
given precedence over him, and that was 
the inner man or the inner boy. 

The Manhattanites evidently didn’t be- 
lieve in the great statesman’s clause that 
“all men are born equal,” for. they kept 
shouting down stairs,‘ Hurry up, Brook’ys.”’ 
When the minstrel string band which had 
been hired to entertain the boys while they 
were eating in true Waldorf-Sherry styie 
struck up a familiar negro melody the 
chorus up stairs joined in singing. It was 
paraphrased to suit the occasion, and was 
coogi meant for a hint to the Brooklyn- 
tes: 

Aint it a shame, a measley shame, 
To keep your honey out tn da rain; 
Come open dat door and let us in, 
We’s a standin’ here hungry, way to da skin." 

After 700 pounds of chicken and turkey, 
4 barrels of potatoes, 4 barrels of turnips, 
200 gallons of coffee, 500 loaves of bread, 
and 50 quarts of ice cream had been con- 
sumed, the boys were again addressed by 
Mr. Guggenheimer, who extended them un 
invitation for another dinner next Wash- 
ington’s Birthday, amidcheersand whistling, 
which caused eyen the pedestrians over on 
the Bowery to stop and wonder. 

Mr, Gunnison also spoke to the boys, tell- 
ing them they were merchants and im- 
portant to the city. He also gave them 
some good advice. The Manhattan boys 
were allowed to leave the building first and 
dispersed. Then their brother ‘ uxtras ” 
from Brooklyn went peacefully along their 
way to their cars with light hearts and 
heavy stomachs.

RACING SEASON AT HAND

Following 
a recent custom, the opening will be at 
the Aqueduct track, where a fourteen days’ 
meeting will be held under the manage- 
ment of the Queens County Jockey Club, 
the Carter Handicap being fixed as the 
feature of the first day. The simple fact 
that it introduces the season, however, 
gives the Carter Handicap a certain im- 
portance, and though the Aqueduct track 
is the least pretentious course of the metro- 
politan circuit, the opening there has 
aroused popular interest to a pitch which 
promises exceedingly well for the financial 


success of the meeting. 

In a measure the official of the govern- 
ing body of the turf, the Jockey Club, is 
responsible for this increased prominence 
of the Aqueduct racing, and though their 
orders caused the owners of the track to 
add nearly $10,000 more than they intended, 
to the value of the purses, the prospects 
are that the Queens County Association 
will receive benefits in excess of that sum 
through the action of the Jockey Club, The 
course taken by Messrs, Belmont, Morgan, 
and Sanford of the State Racing Commis- 
sion, in suggesting to the Stewards of Thé 
Jockey Club that the race tracks had en- 
joyed sufficient prosperity to increase the 
value of all purses and the subsequent 
action of The Jockey Club toward securing 
the suggested increase indicated in the 
most positive manner, the confidence of 
the turf authorities, that racing’is about 
to begin a year of superlative prosperity. 
This conviction of The Jockey Club stew- 
ards is shared by most professional racing 
men, and has had its effect on the general 
public, with the result that turf sport from 
all indications will be vastly more popular 
this season than it ever was before, That 
the first day at Aqueduct will prove a tair 
test of the public’s interest in racing is be- 
lieved firmly by the managers of the track, 
as they have arranged for the accommoda- 
tion of the largest crowd that ever gath- 
ered at Aqueduct, rain or shine, One of the 
officials of the track said yesterday that 
should the weather to-morrow be pleasant 
he would not know where to put the crowd 
that will be on hand. 

In one other respect there is every pros- 
pect of, a vast improvement at Aqueduct 
this season. Formerly, racing on the 
Queens County course was left practically 
to the smaller stables and profesisonai 
owners, and the contests were confined to 
the cheaper classes of horses, this having 
tts effect in limiting the patronage to tne 
betting element. The Queens County Asso- 
ciation, considering this attitude of the 
larger stables toward the track, made but 
shght appeal for a better class of horses, 
aad the programme this season was made 
on the same old plan. The Jockey Club of- 
ficials, however, did not stop at intimating 
their belief in a season of prosperity for 
Aqueduct, but took action toward aiding in 
belosing the prosperity predicted, by mak- 
ing entries to the Aqueduct stakes and 
inducing the attendance there of the more 

rominent stables. Thus a better class of 

orses all around will compete at the com- 
ing two weeks’ meeting, and though racing 
will not reach its best until the Morris 
Park meeting opens, there is every promise 
of better sport at Aqueduct than even the 
most sanguine racegoer could have hoped 
for at that track a few weeks ago. 

There will be no dearth of horses, for 
on all the New York race tracks the thor- 
oughbreds that were trained for early rac- 
ing are in a most forward condition, while 
a Saree contingent from Washington will 
supply an abundance of seasoned animals, 
Especially in the races for two-year-olds 
is there the promise of big fields, though 
at Washington there seemed to be a scarc- 
ity of young horses fit to race. The New 
York stables that did not take part in the 
meeting on the Bennings track will have 
more than enough two-year-olds to make 
racing, however, and there is the prospect, 
too, that there will be a marked proye- 
ment on the class of the horses that ran at 
Washington. . 

For the Carter Handicap, over the short 
seven furlongs course, to be run to-morrow, 
it is probable that a field of about fif- 
teen horses will start, the number including 
some. fair performers, Among those that 
are regarded as reasonably sure to start 
are W. C, Daly’s Himself, fresh from _ his 
double handicap victory at Washington; 
Unmasked, Ethics, The Regent, The Puri- 
tan, McAddie, Kinnikinic, Red Path, Mar- 

aviate, Petra II., Jack De Mund, Eddie 

usch, and Ben MacDhui.

SWIMMER McNALLY’S EXHIBITION. 


Life-Saving Demonstration Given in 


Produce Exchange Pool. 

An unusually clever exhibition and inter- 
esting talk on the art of swimming and 
life saving was given yesterday in the 
baths and salt water swimming pool in the 
basement of the Produce Exchange Build- 
ing by Peter S, McNallly, a Boston news- 
paper man, who has earned fame as an ex- 
pert swimmer and life saver. There were 
very few persons present, the majority of 
them being representatives of local news- 
papers, 
some very valuable information regarding 
the art of which he is recognized as a past 
master. McNally was born in Charlestown, 
Mass,, thirty-seven years ago, and when 
only seven years old saved two lads about 
hig own age from drowning in the Charles 
River. During his career he assisted in 
rescuing over 300 persons, and the investi- 
gations of his work made by the Massachu- 
setts Humane Society showed his life was 
in jeopardy on sixty-eight of these occa- 
sions. He wears several medals for his 
bravery, and has the reputation of being 
instrumental in the promoting of schools 
of instruction in swimming in the United 
States Navy. 

In August, 1874, McNally took part in a 
contest for the swimming championship of 

America, and was the only other contest- 
ant to finish the race besides the winner, 


who was Harry Harding, the then cham- 
pion. The young lad was beaten several 
miles, but his pluck and endurance earned 
him the plaudits of those present, who sub- 
agape to a well-filled purse for his bene- 

t. 

On his seventeenth birthday McNally 
was one of four out of sixty-eight contest- 
ants to finish in a race near Strawberry 
Hill, Nantucket, being beaten by Capt. 
Webb, who finished only thirty yards 
ahead of him. In 1896 he swam from New- 
port, R. I., to Narragansett Pier, and in 
July, 1897, he attempted to swim from 
Dover, England, to Calais, France. He was 
not successful in this effort, however, as 
he was taken into the boat which accom- 

anied him when about two miles from the 

rench coast’ after being in the water fif- 
teen hours and ten minutes. He lost eight- 
een pounds in weight during the trip, and 
was blind from the action of the sun and 
water for six hours before and twelve 
hours after he was lifted out of the water. 

In speaking of the general theories re- 
garding the causes of drowning, he said 
they were, in the main, erroneous. Cramps 
were frequently regarded as the direct 
cause, but in a great many instances Mc- 
Nally claims that heart disease or apoplexy 
was the direct cause, as proved by post- 
mortems. The only dangerous cramp, he 
said, was that which attacks the stomach, 
arising from indigestion. This was usually 
fatal, and in many cases was superinduced 
by the person *‘ cooling off’’ before enter- 
ing the water, or plunging in when the body 
was overheated. The body should be in a 
glow when the bather goes in to bathe, so 
that it can withstand the shock of sudden 
immersion. - 

In describing how to approach a person 
in danger of arowping he said the best 
method was to get back of the person and 
press the thumbs very forcibly behind and 
partly under the ears. ‘If the person 
should struggle, the life saver should be 
“prutally humane’”’ or “humanely bru- 
tal,” adopting Ly tactics by forcing 
the thumbs or fingers into the eyes or nos- 
trils, so as to force the victim into subjec- 
tion. 

In conclusion MeNally said that free 
schools of instruction in the art of swim- 
ming and life saving should be instituted 
wherever practicable, as in his opinion it 
amounted to an absolute necessity.

Appropriations Reduced by the 
Sum of $120,000. 


Drastic Action on Fish and Game Law 
Amendments—Total of 128 Meas- 
ures Are Disapproved. 


ALBANY, April 13.—Gov. Odell has again 
applied the pruning knife to appropriations, 
| and in a batch of 128 bills vetoed has cut 
out $120,000 in what he calls useless or ex- 

| travagant appropriations of public moneys. 
These vetoes, which do not include items in 
the General Appropriations and Supply 
bills which will be finished Monday, are as 
follows: 

Assemblyman Marson—Appropriating $22,- 
000 for a bridge over the canal at Rome. 

Assemblyman Fuller—Appropriating $20,- 
000 for repairs to Glens Falls feeder. 

Assemblyman Remsen—Appropriating 
$2,000 for Regents’ night examinations not 
asked for by the Board of Regents. 

Assemblyman Mansfield—Appropriating 
$8,000 for a canal bridge at Mechanicsville. 

Senator Malby—Appropriating $31,000 for 
a bridge on the grounds of the St. Law- 
rence State Hospital. State Lunacy Com- 
mission can build this. 

Assemblyman Darrison—Appfopriating 
$5,000 for damages to lands in Royalton, 
Niagara County, by canal overflow. Can be 
taken to Board of Claims. 

Assemblyman Patton—Appropriating $20,- 
000 for canal bridge in Tonawanda. No ne- 
cessity for the work. 

Assemblyman Lewis—Appropriating $2,000 
for acquiring the site of Fort Brewster, Os- 
wego County. Not of sufficient importance. 

| Assemblyman Nye—Appropriating $10,000 
for improving Glen Creek, village of Wat- 
| kins. No necessity. 

The Governor took drastic action on fish 
and game law amendments. He said in this 
relation that the fish and game laws had 
been codified a few years ago, and he saw 
no real good reason for tearing them to 
pieces by hundreds of special amendments 
each year. In all he vetoed nineteen bills 

| intended to open or close fish and game 
seasons and otherwise change the general 
law. 

The following bills affecting cities of the 
State other than New York City were ve- 
toed: 

Assemblyman Ross—Providing for the ap- 
pointment of the Watervliet Recorder by 
the Mayor. 

Assemblyman Ross—Conferring power on 
the Assessors of Cohoes to settle arrear- 
ages. Such power should be lodged in the 
Common Council. 

Senator Mills—Providing for the pension- 
ing of teachers in New Rochelle. Wrong in 
the principle that money must be raised by 
direct tax. : 

Assemblyman Sloan—Providing for ap- 
pointment of additional Commissioners of 
Deeds in Yonkers. The number is in excess 
of the law, 

Assemblyman Traub—Regulating eons 
ure and prescribing fees for jurors in Mu- 
nicipal Court of Syracuse. 

Assemblyman Cadin—Providing for the 
appointment of a clerk for the Chief of Po- 
lice in second-class cities, to rank as a 
Sergeant of Detectives. 

Assemblyman Marson—Giving Oneida 
County Supervisors power to improve high- 
ways outside of the corporation tax district 
of Rome. 

Senator Lewis—Conferring upon the Dep- 
uty Clerk of the Police Justice of second- 
class cities the same powers as the clerk 
now has. 

Senator Barnes—Amending second-class 
cities’ charters, to include two _weekly 
newspapers for advertisement of Common 
Council proceedings. 

The Governor also vetoed about twenty 
personal claim bills, all of which he said 
ean get to the Court of Claims in their reg- 
ular time and course without legislative ac- 
tic n. 

Among bills of general interest, the Gov- 
ernor has vetoed the following: 

Assemblyman Nye—Prohibiting the adul- 
teration of drugs or chemicals. 

Assemblyman Gardiner—Including munici- 
pal corporations among those taxable for 
county purposes. 

Assemblyman Fowler—Giving Supervisors 
of counties, when the County Clerk is a 
salaried officer, fees for searching titles. 

Assemblyman Monroe—Compelling  As- 
sessors to submit to the State Tax Com- 
mission an annual statement of all prop- 
erty exempt from taxation. 

Assemblyman McQuade—Compelling offi- 
cials of cities, villages, or towns in which 
a strike or lockout is pending to notify 
the State Labor Commissioner. 

She Governor vetoed the following meas- 
ures relating to corporations, banks, or 
railroads: 

Senator Humphrey—Taxing the surplus of 
Zavings banks. 

Senator. Armstrong—Relative to the 
auorum of the Board of Directors, the elec- 
tion of Directors, annual reports, and the 
liability of the Directors, and changing 
the number of Directors. The amendments 
to the membership corporations law pro- 
posed by this bill are so broad in their 
scope as to be liable to abuse, says the 
Governor. For that reason the bill is dis- 
approved. 

Senator Stewart—Giving to natural gas 
companies the same privileges as fuel gag 
companies under the transportation cor- 
poration law. is 

Senator Raines—Providing that a railroad 
which has omitted to file a statement of 
extension may hereafter file such state- 
ment, and, if it has actually constructed or 
is operating its road, it shall set forth that 
fact, and the date of the consent of the 
local authorities, in such statement, and 
such filing shall be valid and effectual. 

Senator Brackett—Providing that any 
stock corporation owning the entire capital 
stock of any other domestic stock corpora- 
tion engaged in the same general line of 
business may, in pursuance of a two-thirds 
vote of its stockholders voting at a special 
meeting called for that purpose by notice 
in writing signed by a majority of the Di- 
rectors of such corporation, stating .the 
time and place and object of the meeting, 
and served upon each stockholder appear- 
ing as such upon the books of the corpora- 
tion, personally or by mail, at his last- 
known Post Office, at least sixty days prior 
to such meeting, guarantee the bonds of 
such other corporation. 


NEW YORK BILLS VETOED. 


Governor Disapproves of Several of In- 
terest to This City. 

ALBANY, N. Y., April 138.—Gov. Odell has 
vetoed the following bills of interest to New 
York City: 

Assemblyman DOUGHTY—An act to 
amend Chapter 686 of the Laws of 1894, 
entitled, ‘‘An act for the preservation of 
macadamized and othér public highways in 
the Counties of Queens and Nassau rela- 
tive to public highways in the Counties of 


Queens and Nassau.” 

The Governor says: “ This bill provides 
that no railroads shall be constructed on 
the streets and avenues in certain towns of 
the Counties of Queens and Nassau. The 


bill is not approved, because I do not be- 
lieve it to be necessary, as sufficient protec- 
tion is afforded in existing statutes.” 

Assemblyman TOWNSEND—An act to 
authorize the abandonment of a certain 
school site in the First Ward of the Bor- 
ough of Richmond, the discontinuance of 
the work of erecting a building for a high 
school thereon, the assessment of damages 
of certain contractors, the determination of 
a new school site, and the erection thereon 
of a building for a high school by the con- 
tinuance and extension of the original con- 
tract. 

Senator FULLER—Authorizing the Kings 
County County Judges to appoint a Chief 
Clerk and assistants, 

Senator FULLER—Making the office of 
Register’s Clerk of Satisfaction in Kings 
County $1,800 instead of $1,200 a year. 

Senator ELSBERG—An act for the relief 
of the German Hospital and Dispensary in 
the City of New York, and to authorize a 
change of a lease from the Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Commonalty of the City of New 
York to the German Hospital and Dis- 
pensary in the City of New York to a grant, 
and to authorize the sale or leasing of the 
said property by the German Hospital and 
Dispensary in the City of New York.

BELGIAN SUFFRAGE. 

The riots in Belgium are much of the 
same character, but not yet so general 
or violent, as those that prevailed at the 
last change in the conditions of suffrage 
some ten years since. As at the former 
period there is a good deal of trouble 
with the purely lawless element in the 
cities, but apparently there is a concert- 
movement, led by the Socialists, to 
the Government to a wider basis

of suffrage. 

In 1893 nominally universal suffrage 
was adopted, the minimum of age being 
fixed at twenty-five years. Then the 
number of voters was insignificant, less 
than 200,000 at most, and hardly more 
than half that at some elections. The 
new law was calculated to increase this 
number largely. But certain 
were given what are known as supple- 
mentary votes. Two additional votes 
were given to married men having chil- 
dren, one was given for the @ossession 
of a certain amount of property, and 
two were given to the graduates of the 
higher educational and technical insti- 
tutions. The result has been to keep the 
Conservative Party in power, though it 
is undoubtedly a minority of the voters. 
There has been for some years a vigorous 
agitation for the repeal of the supple- 
mental vote and the adoption of the pol- 
icy of ‘‘ one man, one vote.” The struggle 
has been much embittered by the acute 
animosity of the Socialists and a large 
part of the workingmen toward the 
“ Clericals.”

turbances, but if events take the same 
course as in 1893 the Government will 
first suppress the disturbance with such 
success as it can attain, and then will 
yield a more liberal suffrage.

THE HARDWARE CONSOLIDATION. 

The most significant item of current 
business news records the success of the 
negotiations for the formation of a 
merger of the representative jobbing con- 
cerns of the United States dealing in 
hardware. For those who have intelli- 
gently followed the course of industrial 
development in this country through a 
period of years, this appears to be a step 
in a perfectly natural and normal prog- 
ress along the lines of least resistance. 
Mr. CARNEGIE, in his article in The North 
American Review for February, 1899, 
told the whole truth in few words as 
follows: 


There can be no permanent extortion of 
profit beyond the average return from capi- 
tal, nor any monopoly, either in transporta- 
tion or marufacturing. Any attempt to 
maintain either must end in failure, and 
failure ultimately disastrous just in propor- 
tion to the temporary success of the foolish 
effort. It is simply ridiculous for a party 
of men to meet in a room and attempt by 
passing resolutions to change the great 
laws which govern human affairs in the 
business world, and this, whether they be 
railway Presidents, bankers, or manufact- 
urers, 


The advantages directly traceable to 
the cheapening in costs through the re- 
striction of competition in transporta- 
tion and production have become appar- 
ent to those engaged in distribution. In 
hardware, for example, the jobber has a 
legitimate and necessary function in sup- 
plying a trade of immense aggregate 
proportions, but smaller in its items than 
the manufacturer can afford to seek. A 
majority of the houses engaged in this 
business had to adjust their prices to the 
costs of duplicating each other’s efforts and 
in trying to get trade away from one an- 
other. The consumer had to pay for it. 
If this cost can be saved and the saving 
divided between the jobber and the con- 
sumer both will be permanently bene- 
fited. That the manufacturer will be 
injured is unlikely. 

The jobbers’ combine will not immedi- 
ately end competition; indeed, it may 
temporarily increase it. Other combina- 
tions may be formed among concerns 
not included in the present one. Well, a 
battle of giants is not ess8ntially differ- 
ent from a battle of pigmies. Bither the 
mergers will merge, as did the several 
aggregations of plants into the United 
States Steel Corporation, or the liquida- 
tion of the unsuccessful will diminish the 
numbér of great and small units in the

THE CURRENCY BILL. 

Mr, PuGs.Ley of this State, in an inter- 
view which we published yesterday, first 
declares that the currency should not 
be made a political issue an: then pro- 
ceeds to express his satisfaction with the 
fact that the Democrats can derive from 
the bill now before the House a very 
plausible declaration for the Fall cam- 
paign: “Opposition to a branch bank 
system and to an unsecured currency.” 

We regret that Mr. Puasiey should 
take quite this view of this matter. He 
has been a consistent gold-standard 
Democrat, and the service of men like 
him to the cause of sound finance is very 
great. He is right in thinking that the 
treatment of the currency should not be 
made an issue in party politics if it can 


*be avoided. But his presentation of the 


pending bill is hardly fair, and his defi- 
nition of the issue it affords to the Dem- 
ocratic Party is distinctly misleading. 

The bill which has been reported by 
the Committee on Banking and Currency 
is not mainly concerned with branch 
banking. If it were, and if there were 
objections to branch banking which 
ought to be considered—as there are— 
they are not at all those which Mr. 
PUGSLEY suggests, and which we fear 
are more likely to appeal to popular prej- 
udice than to sober opinion. 3ranch 
banks will not strip small places of their 
*‘money,” nor will] they create a monop- 
oly of any business that others can do 
more cheaply and safely. As for ‘“ unse- 
cured currency,” there ‘is absolutely no 
excuse for saying that the committee bill 
provides for that. It does provide for 
other security than bonds, but for se- 
curity just as sound, far more available, 
and less costly and inconvenient. A part 
of this security is a guarantee fund of 
5 per cent. On the basis of the actual 
experience of the last forty years it 
would take 625 years to exhaust this 
fund. 

Undoubtedly the Democratic Party 
may make a little political capital from 
this bill, but only by misrepresentation, 
for which there is not the slightest ex- 
cuse. 


VIRUS, ANTITOXINS, AND SERUMS. 

The bill introduced by Senator SPOONER 
on the 4th inst. “to regulate the sale of 
viruses, serums, toxins, and analogous 
products in the District of Columbia, to 
regulate inter-State traffic in said arti- 
cles, and for other purposes,” would in- 
volve a dangerous expansion of Federal 
authority if it were not aimed to correct 
an evil yet more dangerous as directly 
and immediately affecting the public 
health, It penalizes by fine or imprison- 
ment, or both, in the discretion of the 
court, the taking from one State to an- 
other, or the sale, barter, or exchange of 
any virus, therapeutic serum, toxin, anti- 
toxin, or analogous product for use in the 
treatment of diseases in hufman beings, 
unless the same is produced at an estab- 
lishment operating under license from 
the Treasury Department. Every pack- 
age of such organic preparation which 
may be legally taken from one State or 
Territory to another for sale or use shall 
bear the name, address, and license num- 
ber of its maker, and the date at which 
it may be expected to lose its therapeutic 
value. Establishments working under 


license from the Treasury Department | 


are to be at all reasonable times open to 
inspection by its authorized representa- 
tives or agents. The action of the Secre- 
tary in granting or revoking licenses for 
the domestic production of such prepara- 
tions shall be taken on the recommenda- 
tion of the Supervising Surgeon General 
of the Marine Hospital Service, and none 
of foreign production shall be received 
into the country unless the foreign pro- 
ducers shall permit the same inspection 
of their establishments as is provided in 
the case of licensed manufacturers in 
this country. 

That the manufacture of organic prep- 
arations for therapeutic use should be 
under Governmental control, at least so 
far as inter-State commerce therein is 
concerned, has been emphasized by re- 
cent experiences with virus and serums 
charged with tetanus germs and pus or- 
ganisms. In theory, at least, the sev- 
eral States can take care of their own 
citizens, if disposed to do so, in the mat- 
ter of preparations of this character 
made at home, but it would impose 
heavy burdens upon the States to pro- 
tect themselves against importations 
from other States and from foreign coun- 
tries. Preparations unfit for sale and 
prohibited in the States in which they are 
made may, as in the case of certain 
adulterated and sophisticated foods, be 
sold across the border with impunity, un- 
less entire harmony of legislation among 
the States could be brought about, which 
now seems quite impossible. Again, for 
one State to prohibit the sale of what 
another State produces and tolerates 
would raise embarrassing constitutional 
questions impossible of other adjustment 
than might be reached by the exercise 
by Congress of its authority to regulate 
commerce between States. 

The obvious incongruity of making the 
inspection and licensing of vaccine and 
serum factories a responsibility of the 
Treasury Department would seem to 
point in the direction of Mr. Spoonsmr’s 
earlier bill for the creation of a bureau 
to be known as the National Commis- 
sion of Public Health, which could very 
easily and perhaps quite naturally ex- 
pand into a department having to do 
with quarantine, maritime and shotgun, 
and all the problems of State medicine 
which are now thrown into more 
or less hopeless confusion by State 
boundaries. To such a bureau or de- 
partment would naturally come the regu- 


lation of inter-State traffic in adulter- 


ated or antisepticized food preparations, 
the fixing of standards of purity in foods 
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countries, and many other things which 
at present are nobody's special busi- 
ness, ‘and are unloaded upon the Treas- 
ury Department, which, like the clas- 
sification of adverbs in English gram- 
mar, catches everything which does 
not specifically belong somewhere else. 
There is certainly a great deal to be said 
in favor of both of Senator SPOONER’S 
bills, but those who see danger in the 
development of the principle of pater- 
nalism will find cause to wish that the 
ends sought could be brought about in 
some other way. 


MARCONI IN GERMANY. 

The doubt expressed by Signor Mar- 
CONI as to the fair play he is likely to re- 
ceive in the German courts when the is- 
sue between his system and that of 
Prof. SLABY is presented for adjudica- 
tion is not without basis in the experi- 
ence of most inventors who have at- 
tempted to sustain their patents in Ger- 
many against the piracies and obvious 
imitations of German citizens claiming 
rights as ex-post facto inventors. The 
average experience of the outlander is 
that it is extremely difficult to obtain in 
Jermany a patent of any value, since if 
the subject matter is sufficiently impor- 
tant the hypertechnical objections raised 
by the Patent Office officials are usually 
found insuperable. If a patent is ob- 
tained, it is extremely difficult to sus- 
tain it in a suit for infringement 
against a German subject, and ft is quite 
certain to be infringed if valuable. This 
is essentially unfair, but many affect to 
think that it is characteristically Ger- 
man. 

A nation probably has the right to 
enact any laws it pleases relative to pat- 
ents for inventions: It may refuse for- 
eigners protection if, as in the case of 
Holland, it deems this wise policy. On 
the other hand it may, as in the case of 
England, grant practically any patent 
application filed, leaving the question of 
novelty and of the inventor’s right to be 
determined by the courts. Germany, 
however, subjects an inventor’s applica- 
tion to a very strict examination, often 
rejecting claims which other countries 
grant after like examination. It will 
not give a patent unless it can find no 
reason for refusing it. It charges large 
fees for the rights it accords, and, hav- 
ing entered into a contractual relation 
with an inventor, it would seem-morally 
bound to protect him, at least against 
infringement by German subjects. That 
it not only does not do this, but that in 
such conspicuous instances as Krupp and 
the Harvey armor-plate patents, Slaby 
and the Marconi patents, and many oth- 
ers, it favors rank injustice through the 
machinery of its civil courts, is not cred- 
itable to its standards of public morality. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—As to the quality and composition of 
the beer sold in Brooklyn Magistrate 
TicHe of that borough is, for all we know, 
a high authority, and it is not for us to 
question his assertion that seven-eighths 
of the beer consumed by the Brooklynites 
contains no malt whatever. We do, how- 
ever, venture to criticise—very gently, of 
course—his assertion that unless a police- 
man is prepared to prove that a liquid 
which the policeman considers beer is made 
of malt, the policeman cannot arrest any- 
body for selling that liquid on Sunday or 
during the prohibited hours of other days. 
We find nothing in the excise law which 
puts a ban on beer containing malt and 
lets other beer go free. That law, in its 
definition of the word “ liquors,’”’ as used 
in its several sections, says that it ‘“ in- 
cludes and means all distilled and rectified 
spirits, wine, fermented and malt liquors.’’ 
Now we believe it is safe to say that any- 
thing a policeman on oath would call 
“beer” is a ‘fermented liquor,”’ whether 
germinated barley enters into its composi- 
tion gr not, and therefore we do not ap- 
prehend, despite the learned Magistrate's 
demand for a chemical analysis revealing 
the presence of malt as the only evidence 
én which he would hold a saloonkeeper 
guilty of violating the excise law, that the 
enforcement of that law is impossible and 
that the necessity for the sandwich or oth- 
er ‘“‘meal’’ on Sunday hag passed away. 
The trouble with the Magistrate’s conclu- 
sion is—its premise. He argues beautifully 
—from a mistake. The man before him 
Was not accused of selling adulterated beer, 
but of selling beer, and however much of 
rice or of glucose or of linoleum or of old 
slippers or of any other substance the beer 
may have included, it still was beer, and 
not legally salable in the prohibited hours, 
if, by. looking and tasting, the policeman 
had convinced himself that it deserved the 
name. At any rate, the burden of proof had 
been transferred from the policeman to the 
saloonkeeper. And the latter would have 
to do more than prove the absence of malt 
before he could claim a discharge. 


——We told at some length the other day 
how an Orange County milk dealer had been 
convicted in the Court of Special Sessions 
of selling watered and adulterated miik, 
and punished by the imposition of two 
fines, one of $500 and one of $100, the heav- 
lest ever inflicted for this cowardly and 
murderous offense. The Middletown (N. Y.) 
Press reprints our account of the trial, for 
which we commend it highly, since Middle- 
town is in Orange County, and the episode 
cannot fail to have an encouraging effect 
upon the dairymen of.that pleasant region. 
It is much to be regretted, however, that

settle whether innocent or guilty.” Now, 
really, that is not adequate treatment of 
the case, even for an Orange County paper, 
which, naturally, has to bear several things 
in mind, including the large muscular de- 
velopment common among dairymen—a pe- 
culiarity due, perhaps, to the fact that none 
of them drinks milk prepared for sale by 
other dairymen. Still, if The Press could 
screw its courage up to the point of saying 
anything at all about this conviction, it 
might have voiced something less grotesque 
than the charge that Orange County men 
are treated unjustly in the courts of this 
city and forced to “settle’’ whether they 
are guilty or innocent. The milk dealers 
may so proclaim when safe in their rural 
fastnesses, and if so there was no harm in 
recording the fact, but The Press, like the 
milk dealers; knows perfectly well that 
there isn’t a word of truth in any .such 
statement, and it mighc well have said so, 
It knows, too, that few criminals are 50. 
dangerous to the public safety as are those 
who adulterate milk, and a few remarks 
on that subject. would have made a most 
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valuable addition to The Press’s duly 
ited acquisition from our columns.

——Approval is expressed by American 
Medicine of Philadelphia because the 
physicians who attended President McKIn- 
LEY in his last illness presented no Dills 
for their services, but left to Congress the 
task of fixing the amount of their remu- 
neration. It says that it is authorized to 
state that “ this wise and honorable course 
was pursued" despite all urging and many 
reports to the contrary notwithstanding. 
There, however, American Medicine's sat- 
isfaction ends. ‘‘ We are extremely sorry,” 
it says in reference to the sum asked 
for in the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill 
now before Congress, “it is so small. It is 
an ungenerous and inadequate sum to 
divide as an honorarium among those upon 
whom was thrust such'a momentous re- 
sponsibility. From private patients many 
of these surgeons have received fees sev- 
eral times as large as the Nation proffers 
for the services to its President. It is a 
profound cause for congratulation, how- 
ever, that the profession is conscious of the 
dignity and honor reflected upon it by 
the conduct of its representative members.” 
As the $25,000 is to be divided among a 
considerable number of doctors and sur- 
geons, the amount which each will get can | 
hardly be called large—possibly there is ex- 
cuse for calling it inadequate, but since 
these gentlemen, out of delicate regard for 
their professional dignity, refrained from 
expressing an opinion as to the size of 
the Nation’s debt to them, a similar scru- 
pulosity should prevent their professional 
brethren as well as themselves from crit- 
icising the judgment of the arbiters to 
whom they voluntarily left the disposition 
of the case.

SHOULD MILLIONAIRES BE SHOT ? 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It does not need the pathetic protest of 
Mr. Carnegie to convince one of the folly 
of shooting millionaires. Why any man 
should think of using the bullet when he 
can use the ballot is an incomprehensible 
thing to reasonable minds. But, all the 
same, the millionaire is the product of in- 
equitable conditions, and any legislative 
changes that would limit the output of 
millionaires and distribute the wealth more 


-evenly would be for the good of the people 


as a whole. The millionaire himself is not 
a happy man, according to all accounts; 
neither is the very poor man. The really 
ideal man is the man who is moderately 
well off; he is the man to build up nations. 

The abilities and industry of men are cer- 
tainly mot equal, but they are not so un- 
equal by many thousand times as are the 
fortunes accumulated by different men. Mr. 
Carnegie’s wealth, according to the epi- 
taph he has prepared and made public, was 
largely produced by cleverer men than him- 
self, but who got comparatively small com- 
pensation. The writer of the article in 
your issue of to-day says: ‘“ Of the earnings 
of production the share which goes to labor 
was never so great, and that which goes to 
capital never so small.’”’ Well, I can only 
say that the share which goes to labor, as 
measured in terms of the necessaries which 
it will purchase, could not be much less 
than it is to-day. According to Prof. Ely’s 
figures, published in your paper recently, 
$8.30 a month is all that the average work- 
ingman (with his family of two) has left 
for clothing, medicine, recreation, and a 
bank account, after he has paid for food 
and shelter. But let us not forget that this 
is in a period of extraordinary prosperity!. 
What it would be at a time of industrial 
depression we can only imagine. 

If you cared to allow the matter to be 
further discussed, I would be prepared to 
show that, while millionaires are personally 
as good as other men, they are the symp- 
toms of a diseased economic condition, and 
that the chief element in their composition 


is not exceptional abilities, but exceptional 
opportunities. ‘** ECONOMIST.”

THE CAPITAL OF THE TRANSVAAL COLe 
ONY.—British financial and industrial cen- 
tres with interests in South Africa have 
been much disturbed by Mr. Chamberlain’s 
recent statement in the House of Commons 
that the Government had not yet decided 
whether Pretoria or Johannesburg was to 
be the administrative capital of the Trans- 
vaal. It is considered a matter of serious 
importance that this question should be 
settled without delay, and it is said to be 
no secret in London that Lord Milner has 
made strong representations to the Gov- 
ernment in favor of Johannesburg. 

Pretoria has hitherto been the political 
capital of the republic; and the other the 
commercial and mining capital of the 
On behalf of Pretoria, it is 
urged that there are already buildings of 
sufficient magnitude to accommodate the 


courts of law and all the departments of 
the Government, and that its railway con- 
nection with Johannesburg removes the 
objection of distance, and renders it easly 
accessible to those who might have busi- 
ness to transact there. On the other hand, 
it is argued in favor of Johannesburg that 
the convenience of its great interests, con- 
tributing as they do the bulk of the State 


| revenue, should receive primary consider- 


ation. Then, too, it is urged that there 
are climatic conditions which indicate the 
superiority of Johannesburg to Pretoria 
as the future seat of the Government. 

Pretopia lies in a hollow surrounded by 
hills which reflect the sun’s rays and im- 
pede the free, circulation of air, rendering 
the place intolerably hot during the Sum- 
mer months. Malarial fever is rife, and 
the recent case of a high official and his 
family who were prostrated is held to 
prove its unhealthiness and unsuitability 
as the site for a large population. Johan- 


nesburg, on the other hand, is situated on- 


high undulating ground on the great water- 
shed or Rand of the Transvaal, 6,000 
feet above sea level. 

_ From a political point of view, it is 
largely held on the Rand that it would 
be in the interest of the working men and 
the employes for the seat of Government 
to be at Johannesburg. It is also sup-

| the ear of the Government if the capital 


were situated at Pretoria, and be in a 
position to influence legislation in their 
favor to a greater degree than would be 
the case if the workingman could, without 
expense and delay, be able on the spot to 
represent the views of his class to the 
ruling power.

MILITARY ANIZATION IN INDIAa,—The 
correspondent of THE NEW YORK 
in referring recent speech of 
Viceroy India, stated that what 
India had through the employment 
of her forces in the direct service of the 
empire she would devote to military reor- 
ganization. The statement of Lord Curzon 
embracing this idea is being widely come 
mented on in England. It was as follows: 

“The savings due to the absence of 
troops amounted to £2,180,000, and with- 
out them we should not have been able to 
embark upon a policy’ of military reor- 
ganization. We therefore have profited, 
as well as the empire, although our profit 
has been pecuniary while hers has been 
and material. Our gain has been 
the accident of the prolonged ab- 
sence of our troops, but our contribution 
was made independently of any thought 
prospect of gain, and was a service to 
the empire.. * * * We do not go upon 
our knees and supplicate for favors in 
return, but we beg that the part played 
by India in the imperial system and the 
services rendered by us in time of trouble 
may not be forgotten by the British 
Nation, and that they may find in it, when 
occasion arises, good grounds for reciprocal 
generosity and help.” 

It is contended by many amateur mili- 
tary critics that the scheme of army 
reform for the Empire formulated by the 
British War Office is little calculated to 
show appreciation for what India has done. 
It is pointed out that men are not sent to 
India until they are twenty years of age, 
and practically all the British. soldiers 
serving in India will receive the increased 
rate of pay. The scheme therefore im- 
poses the maximum charge on India, and, 
of the increased cost to the Empire, India 
will bear more than two-fifths. For this 
addition of £786,000 to her military ex- 
penditure India will not obtain any addi- 
tional military strength. 

The Government’s’ reply to this charge 
is that changes in the British Army must 
apply to the whole British Army, and the 
British troops in India are part of the 
British Army. While on Indian service 
they are paid for by India. 
sary in the general interests of the British 
Army to increase the pay of the British 
soldier, India must pay at the higher scale 
the British soldiers in her service.

FINANCIAL CONDITION OF SERVIA.—As has 
before been pointed out in these columns, 
the real basis for political disruption in 
Servia rests primarily on the state of her 
finances rather than on the activity of 
political parties which are attempting to 
make capital out of the insecurity of King 
Alexander’s throne. The annual expendi- 
ture now exceeds 72,000,000 francs, while 
receipts from all sources are a little over 
20,000,000 francs. For twenty years, with 
few exceptions, the same ratio has existed 
between expenditure and revenue, so that 
the total deficit, including the floating 
debt, is now impossible to calculate, a 
to the various forms of indebtedness an 
the uncertainty of their status. . 

A foreign loan has now become absolutely 
necessary in order to clear off the floating 
debt. Negotiations have been in pregress 
for a 5 per cent. loan of 90,000,000 francs, 
but no understanding has yet been arrived 
at with regard to the price of issue, which 
the Servian Government wishes to fix at 
77, while the foreign financiers, particularly 
Viennese, offer only 75. It is proposed to 
raise another loan for the completiog of 
the national railway system by the con- 
struction of several lines in the west and 
north of the country. The most important 
of these will establish direct communica- 
tion with Roumania via Kladovo on the 
Danube, and will, it is hoped, be eventually 
prolonged through Montenegro to the Adri- 
atic, forming part of the scheme of the 
‘Slav railway.’ The existing national 
debt amounts to about 430,000,000 francs, 
of which 350,000,000 frances represent the 
unified 4 per cent. loan of 1895, a portion 
of which will be converted into 5 per cent, 
bonds of the loan now being negotiated.

THe PoLtes AND THEIR DEFENDERS.— 
Inder the title ‘“‘The Polish Ruthenians 
and Their German Defenders,”’ a pamphlet 
has been published in Vienna with the at- 
tempt to vindicate the attitude of the 
Galician Poles toward their Ruthenian fel- 
low-countrymen. The author is Dr. Stan- 
Smolka, member of the Austrian 
Court Councilor, and a Pro- 
of Cracow University. Dr. Sattler, 
will be recalled, in a recent speech in 
the German Reichstag, declared that, while 
the Poles complained so loudly -of the 
Germanizing system which was now en- 
forced against them in Posen, in Upper 
Silesia, and the northwestern provinces, 
they themselves were unrelenting oppres- 
sors of another nationality when and wher- 
ever they were possessed of power. In 
support of this general allegation Dr. 
Sattler brought forward the following two 
‘facts’’—the first that the cost to the 
Ruthenians of the Galician elections of 
iSbi Was ten persons murdered, forty-nine 
dangerously wounded, and 762 imprisoned; 
the second that, whereas a short time ago 
there was still ig Galicia a considerable 
number of Ruthenians and German ele- 
mentary schools, (Volksschulen,) at the 
present time the Ruthenians have not even 
one single such school. 

Dr. Smolka terms both allegations 
‘astounding, unscrupulous, and brazen- 
faced inventions,”’ and he adduces evidence 
proving that in the course of the Galician 
elections of 1897, as a direct consequence 
of certain local riots, one man only lost 
his life, and he was a Pole, Chairman of 
a local committee; his death was brought 
about in a crowd of excited Ruthenian 
fanatics. In regard to the second allega- 
tion, Dr. Smolka’s refutation, based on 
official statistics for the year 1901-1902, is 
substantially this: The pulation of Ga- 
licila consists of—Poles. 3,989,538; Ruthen- 
jans, 8.084.212, and Germans, 210,846. The 
total number of Volksschulen is 4,347. The 
country. being judicially and administra- 
tively bi-lingual, and the teaching language 
being determined upon by communal au- 
thorities, there are in Galicia 2,084 ele- 
mentary sthools with Polish, 2,144 with 
Ruthenian, and 119 with German as the 
teaching language. Thus the Ruthenians 
possess actually sixty schools more than 
the Polish population. 

In other words, there is one communal 
school for every 1,433 Ruthenians, one for 
every 1,771 Germans, and one for as many 
as 1.914 Poles. Dr. Smolka’s pamphlet 
consists of thirty-nine pages closely printed.

Homeless 
countryless, despised and rejected of 
wounded and bruised by the brutality of 
barbarians, led around heathen amphi- 
theatres like a lamb to the shambles, he 
opened not his mouth. Not one Jew died 
for the sins of men. The Jew became the 
sacrifice of the human race. 

“The fifteenth century made the Jews 
pilgrims over Europe, but ‘ wherever they 
wandered God's glory went with them.’ 
The dim light of dungeons intensified their 
trust, the fires of funeral pyres made it 
more precious, and it was sealed forever 
by the blood of martyrdom. The Hebrew 
sages opened the eyes of the Christian 
scholar, Reuchlin, who paved the way for 
Luther to break the sensuous shackles of 
the Church. The monk of Wittenborg, 
however, was not lavish with his newly 
found freedom. 

“The Reformation was also turned into 
an instrument of torture. The Jew con- 
tinued to eat his bread with bitter tears. 
Faint were the rays that quivered on his 
darkened horizon during the first centuries 
of Protestantism. When the world was 
just awakening to the consciousness of its 
dignity, when the procession of Flagellants 
were being looked upon as uncanny orgies, 
when ecstatic emotionalism, with its alter- 
nate feasting and fasting, revelry and se- 
verity—penance on cold stone pavements 
and riotous voluptuousness—when this in- 
toxication of the Middle Ages was shaken 
off, the Jew, however, locked behind 
ghetto gates, which shut out the refreshing 
breezes of the Renaissance, inhaled the 
stifling air of cabalistic superstition. 

“Footsore and friendless, overwhelmed 
with humiliation, and bleeding from, the 
wounds of relentless fanaticism, he fell 
a victim to the stupor of mysticism. He 
did not arise until a century ago. What 
was it that preserved the Jew, and pre- 
vented persecution from crushing out his 
manhood? What was it that nourished 
Judaism during the storms of the cent- 
uries? It was the confidence in God, in 
that higher power that sleepeth not nor 
slumbereth, in that spiritual energy that 
controls the world and shapes the des- 
tinies of men. 

“Is there no call for Israel's message 
to-day? Has earth become God's footstool 
of peace? Does not feverish discontent 
stir into madness the baser motives of 
men? Class against class, nation against 
nation, race against race, everywhere an- 
tagonism’s loud tocsin of alarm. The dog- 
mas of the Church are corroding under 
the acids of criticism. The promised mil- 
jenium is still in the distance 

“The world does not understand nor ap- 
preciate our religion. Only an infinitesimal 
minority of our neizhbors have the correct 
view of our faith. The vast;majority fancy 
that Judaism is soulless legalism, and that 
the Jew as such is an anachronism, a 
curious relic of antiquity. Is it not our 
duty to unmask this caricature and reveal 
the real, the true self? Is it not our sa- 
cred mission to show to the world that 
Judaism is a living stream, sprung from 
the eternal heights, running itself clear, 
and swept along by the impulse for hu- 
manity? . 

“We are compelled to remain Jews. Pa- 
gan or Moslem. Buddhist, or Christian may 
change his faith, but the Jew never. What- 
ever he is, he is still a Jew. The de- 
mand that we remain Jews may be an 
unconscious compliment that the world 
pays to the superiority of Judaism, and 
that verifies the famous phrase, ‘If the 
Jew change his faith out of conviction he 
is - fool; if out of hypocrisy he is a ras- 
cal.’ 

“Perhaps the insistance on the part of 
the non-Jewish world that Jew remain 
Jew is mankind's instinctive feeling that 
Judaism has a practical common sense 
value for everyday life, or it may be the 
craving, in the midst of the shifting tides 
of changing creeds, for steady anchorage; 
or the demand that we be loyal is history's 
tribute to Isreal’s tireless fidelity,-or yet 
it may be the subtle expression of the 
world’s need of the Jew's presence and 
example.

“Our fathers have suffered for it. Their 
tears are glittering jewels.

Before the Society’ for Ethical Culture, in 
Carnegie Hall, yesterday morning, Prof. 
Felix Adler discussed two subjects—‘ Is 
it treason to condemn a war waged by our 
country while the war is still in progress?" 
and ‘Are civilized nations justified in 
adopting uncivilized methods of warfare?"’ 

Prof. Adler said the word “ treason ”’ had 
an ominous sound, and carried with it the 
most odious reproach. Recently, he said,

hanged, because they were traitors. Dis- 
regarding the animus in the remark, the 
question was whether there was any truth 
in it. 

“If a discussion of the objects for which 
war was commenced,” he continued, “tends 
to breed disruption at a time when unity 
is indispensable for salvation, then to give 
voice to such a discussion is indeed trea- 
son. But it is different when the case is 
one of power and not of self-preservation. 
Love of one’s country is not merely an in- 
stinct of gregariousness. It is a high ethi- 
cal duty. To rise in defense of the Nation 
is to perform an act of self-defense. He 
loves best his country who seeks to per- 
suade her from doing a wrong. He who 
would stifle discussion lays himself open 


| to the charge of trying to divert criticism 


because it is not a question to bear the 
light of criticism. 

** Bloodshed, horrible as it is, is not the 
greatest evily Even if more blood be shed 
in consequence of the attempt to prevent 
our country from doing a wrong, even if 
the war should be proionged, it is better

and political liberty shall continue to be 
perpetuated.”’ 

In taking up the question of uncivilized 
r. Adler pictured a battlefield. 
He asked if it was not best to end a war 
by almost any means. He told of attempts 
to pore or assassinate leaders, particlar- 
ly in the civil war. He asked what would 
have happened if Lincoln and Grant had 
countenanced a plot to poison Gen. Lee or 
Jackson or Johnson, and thus destroyed 
the strategic strength of the South. 

“If only a few lives stand in the way, 
why are not any means used to destroy 
them?” he asked. “Think of the tens 
of thousands of lives that would be saved, 
of the rivers of blood, of the oceans of 
sorrow. Oh, the weak sentimentalism of 
the people!”’ 

Dr. Adler said the evils of war should 
be restricted to the combatants. When 
civilized countries fought each other that 
was the case, but when a civilized country 
fought an uncivilized country, then the civ- 
ilized nation stooped to the uncivilized meth- 
ods. He spoke of the atrocities in China 
when European troops shot down unarmed 
Chinese, and the recent reports from South 
Africa telling of the crimes of British offi- 
cers. Then he referred to Major Waller, 
who is being tried for shooting natives in 
Samar, who, he said, excused himself on the 

ound that he was acting under orders 
rom his superiors. 

He condemned the method adopted by 
Gen, Funston in the capture of Aguinaldo. 
He said even the latter had termed it “A 
dirty Irish trick.’’ He did not understand 
why he had used the word Irish, Aguin- 
aldo’s capture resulted from the use of 
forgery, decoy letters, and the use of the 
enemy’s uniform, the latter being a dis- 
tinct violation of the Hague peace treaty. 
“ Yet we, through our official representa- 
tives, raised this man to the rank of Gen- 
eral,” said he, “‘and now he goes about 
the country saying those who condemn the 
war ought to be hanged."’ 

Mr. Adler spoke of instances where the 
American troops tortured prisoners in or- 
der to extract from them desired informa- 
tion. He said it was necessary to consider 
the accusations against the soldiers “ be- 
cause we are trying to do something 
against the spirit of our institutions and 
traditions—to break the soul of a people 
who do value good government, but who 
demand self-government. It is the awak- 
ened National conscience of the people that 
opposes us, that cannot be disintegrated by 
defeat on the battlefield because it is a 
desire of the heart, and will only die 
with the extermination of the people.” 

The Philippine question was still open, he 
said. It had not been decided by Congress, 
the President or the people. Why not rec- 
ognize the independence of the Philippines? 


GOV. TAFT’S VISIT TO ROME. 


The Administration View of It—Not Re- 
garded as a Diplomatic Mission. 
WASHINGTON, April 13.—In Adminis- 
tration circles in Washington there has 
been some amusement over the talk raised 
about the so-called mission to Rome. The 
facts are that Gov. Taft has impressed 
very strongly upon the President and the 
Secretary of War that the question of get- 
ting rid of the friars was of vital conse- 
quence to peace in the Philippines, and 
that to accomplish this it was necessary to 
deal directly with the head of the corpora- 
tion involved, Rome. After much consid- 
eration it was decided that Gov. Taft should 
stop at Rome on his way to the Philippines 
to consult with the Church authorities and 
see if it would not be possible to come out- 
right to some agreement on behalf of the 
Philippine Government. There would be 


nothing of any kind or shape in the matter 
which would suggest anything in the way 
of diplematic relations. It would be purely 
a business transaction. i 

The United States Government is neither 
favorable nor hostile to any particular sect. 
It desires to treat all alike with exact jus- 
tice. It does not wish to do injustice to the 
friars by we away their lands without 
compensation. On the other hand, it recog- 
nizes that <r the Christian Filipinos 
ure practically all Roman Catholics, they 
are nevertheless a unit in demanding that 
the friars leave the islands. Gov. Tatt bet- 
ter than any other man could explain this 
state of things at Rome.

The total of cholera 
cases in Manila up to date is 245, while 
there have been 192 deaths’from the dis- 
ease. In the provinces there have been 
418 cases and 318 deaths. —

Dr. MarArthur’s Estimate of the “Colus- 
sus of South Africa” and His 
Gift to Education.

Arthur spoke on Cecil Rhodes. 

* Cecil Rhodes,” he said, “‘ was one of the 
greatest men of our times. He has left be- 
hind him an imperishable name; his life 
was an inspiration to every poor boy and 
an encouragement to every struggling in- 
valid. He was a dreamer, but also a doer; 
he was an idealist, but also'an executor. 
He has been called with a sneer an em- 
pire builder. He was so in fact. His de- 


eign was vast and his achievements won- 
derful; he was not a great scholar, being 
only a past man, and not a class man at 
Oxford, but he was endowed with world 
vision. Gladstone was a great scholar, but 
he was provincial in conception and ekegu- 
ion. 

as Rhodes was cosmopolitan in thought 
and aim; he did more for civilization in. 
South Africa than this generation can un- 
derstand. His connection with the Jame- 
son raid was a mistake, but was not due to 
his opposition to Kruger. He was always 
the friend of the Afrikxanders in many im- 
portant respects. We must not judge any 
man by his mistakes. 

“The will of Rhodes is a revelation of 
the man. It will do much toward recast- 
ing educational methods in the world. Ten 
million dollars for students of British colo- 
nies, of the United States, and of Germany 
to enable them to study at Oxford will 
shake the thinking of unborn generations. 
He was an imperialist in the nobles sense 
of the word; the day of petty kingdoms is 
over, the zone of barbarism is daily de- 
creasing, and that of civilization corre- 
spondingly increasing. The demands of 
civilizatidn will not permit millions of 
square miles in Africa or an ywhere else 
to be given up to savagery. e might as 
well have expected our fathers to allow 
the American Indians to possess this con- 
tinent from the Atlantic to the Pacific.

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CONSULAR DISPUTE ENDED. 


Angus Campbell Coming to America, 
and Will Resign His Post 
at Warsaw. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 13. — Angus 
Campbell, United States Consul at War- 
saw, has started for America, asserting 
that he intends to place his resignation in 
the hands of Secretary of State Hay. This 
brings an end to misunderstandings which 
have lasted six months. 

On the death of Joseph Rawitz, for many 
years American Consul at Warsaw, his 
nephew, Viadislaw Rawitz, the surviving 
head of the Rawitz banking house, signi- 
fied his desire to succeed to the Consulship. 
W. R. Holloway, the United States Consul 
General at St. Petersburg, with the consent 
of Charlemagne Tower, the American Am- 
bassador to Russia, recommended that the 
post be given to Mr. Rawitz, saying that 
the office had been excellently managed 
Joseph Rawitz, and that the Rawitzes 
enjoyed an excellent reputation. 

Jeremiah Curtain, ex-Secretary of the 
United States Embassy here, caused the 
first complication by requesting that Herr 
Wolff, the publisher of Sienkicwictz’s 
works, be appointed Consul at Warsaw. 
H. H. D. Peirce, the Third Assistant¢Sec- 
retary of State, wrote to Mr. Holloway 
and asked him if he insisted on his recom- 
mendation. Mr. Holloway did insist upon 
the appointment of Viadislaw Rawitz, and 
Mr. Tower undertook discreetly to sound 
the Russian Government regarding the ac- 
ceptability of this gentleman. This in- 
quiry, by some mistake, caused the issu- 
ance of an exequatur for Rawitz. As the 
Consular position at Warsaw is highly 
esteemed, he immediately received congrat- 
ulatory visits from the local officials and 
the other Consuls. At this stage of the 
proceedings Rawitz became greatly em- 
barrassed, as etiquette required that his 
first visit be paid to the Governor Gen- 
eral, and this was impossible without Amer- 
ican papers. 

William M. Osborne, United States Con- 
sul General in London, here intervened by 
recommending the appointment to the Con- 
sulship of Mr. Campbell, an American den- 
tist in London, who formerly lived in 
Warsaw. Rawitz became very much per- 
turbed by newspaper statements that 
Campbell had been appointed to Warsaw 
on the ground of his American citizenship. 
He made persistent but ineffectual at- 
tempts to get Mr. Holloway and Mr. Tower 
further to support his case. 

In the meantime a storm had gathered 
over Campbell's head. The Consular Clerk 
at Warsaw, voicing alleged widespread ob- 
jection on the part of the inhabitants of 
that city to Campbell, wrote to Consul 
General Holloway that Campbell could not 
anticipate an exequatur, as his real name 
was Finkelstein and he was born in Lem- 
berg. The Consular Clerk further charged 
that Campbeil had given different birth- 
places in his applications for passports, 
and that local society was against him on 
account of his elopement with an heiress 
of Warsaw. 

Campbell came here and ridiculed these 
charges, asserting that he was a Christian; 
that he was born in Montreal, Canada; that 
he was a naturalized American citizen, and 
formerly a dentist in Chicago. He declared 
that his mother-in-law ‘was responsible for 
the charges against him, which she brought 
with the desire of withholding 100,000 ru- 
bles (about $50,000) due to his wife from 
the paternal estate. 

Consul General Holloway was sifting this 
matter when he was informed that Camp- 
bell had abandoned the fight. 


Mormon Conference in London. 

LONDON, April 13.—The semi-annual 
conference in London of the Church 
Latter Day Saints closed at the Pinsbury 
Town Hall to-night. Leaders of the move- 
ment-from Liverpool and other towns ut- 
tended the conference. President Morris cf 
London said in an interview: “ There is 
a most satisfactory revival, not only in 
Great Britain, but on the Continent.

| ATHLETICS AT GOLUMBIA 


Strong Men Are Taking Tests for 
Intercollegiate Championship. 


CREWS WORKING INTO FORM 


May Race with Dauntless Boat Club— 
President Butler to Speak at 
Trophy Room Opening. 


Columbia’s strong men who are to take 
part in the annual competition to select the 
fifty strongest men in the American coi- 
leges are already beginning to take tests, 
of which the records must be sent to Dr. 
Sargent of Harvard before May 1. The 
#ystem of the tests was originated by Dr. 
Sargent of Harvard, There are seven tests 
in all. They are strength of back, strength 
of legs, strength of right grip, strength of 
left grip, capacity of lungs, number of dips 
and number of pull-ups. 

Columbia won the test last year by a 
g00d margin, and because of her easy vic- 
tory *classes have been formed at Yale, 
Minnesota, and other universities to de- 
velop strong men, and so overcome Colum- 
bia’s prestige. At both Columbia and Har- 
vard the tests are designed to gain an idea 
of the average strength of representative 
collegians who have undergone no special 
preparation as the Athletic Directors of 
these two universities desire that no special 
preparation should be made for these com- 
petitions, 

About three-quarters of last year’s fifty 
strong men at Columbia are still in col- 
lege ,and almost all of them have shown 
improvement in their recent trials, Besides 
Nelson Willard’s record-breaking test of 
1,827 points, which lowored the mark of 
1,709 held by Harold Weekes, many other 
notable tests have been made, R, S: Stang- 
land, who was eighteenth last year, with 
1,314, has increased his to 1,514. I. D. Shaw 
of the football team, who was. twenty- 
second, with 1,350, has raised his total to 
1,520. E, Schuster has bettered his previous 
record of 1,283 by 242 points, and Josepn 
Maeder of the 1004 freshmen crew has in- 
creased last year’s mark of 1,205 by 91 
points. Several freshmen also have made 
good records. C. B. Whitwell holds the 
Ireshmen record with 1,509. T. R. Buell has 
done 1,498, 

Besides the races with New York Uni- 
versity and competition in the Harlem re- 
gatta, Columbia’s rowing management has 
practically decided to arrange a race a 
mile and a half long with the Dauntless 
Boat Club. The contest will take place 
some time in May over the Harlem River 
course. The race between the Morning- 
side College and the Dauntless Club was 
held last year for the first time, and was 
won by Columbia. 

tegularly boated, the crews are gradu- 
ally working into - more finished form. 
Coaching, however, for the most part, has 
been meagre, owing to the fact that the 
launch Columbia has not yet been put in 
commission. Whenever possible Hanlan has 
accompanied the eights in his single shell, 
but with this method has been unable to 
coach the men as carefully as he would 
wish.

At the head of the stretch the pair 
reached even terms and trotted like a 
team in harness to a point within fifty 
yards of the finish, where Sally Simpson 
showed a remarkable burst of speed, and 
took the lead. 

Swift was equal to the occasion, but did 
not have the distance to recover lost 
ground, and as the crowd cheered and ap- 
plauded Sally Simpson just nosed out a 
winner. A return brush was at once re- 
quested by Mr. Cockerill, and the pair were 
jogged back to, the start, a large crowd 
following to see’them get away. his time 
a better start could not have been desired, 
but neither trotter seemed anxious to set 
the pace, and the first quarter proved slow.

In the Walker’s Cove yard operations were be- 
gun the past week in floating the pleasure craft 
stored there during the Winter. Steam yachts 
Inquesne, Augusta, and Eugenia are overboard 
and being fitted out. 

A steam launch thirty feet in length was 
launched and tested Thursday at the Herreshoff 
shops. She is of mahogany planking and steamed 
at the rate of 15 knots on her trial run. Capt. 
F. H. Torrey took her to New York Friday. 

The work of finishing the construction of the 
last boat of the fleet of the centreboard thirty- 
footers is carried on briskly in the Herreshoff 
shops. One of the class just put overboard is at 
anchor in Walker’s Cove. The fleet is to be 
taken over to Buzzard’s Bay about the middle 
of May.

ORANGE, N, J., April 13.—It has been 
discovered that the Federal Trust Company 
of Newark has been trying through its 
agents to gain control of the Second Na- 
tional Bank of this city, and it is also re- 


ported that the same concern is trying to 
control the First National Bank. 

The discovery was made when it was 
found that there was a sharp demand for 
the stock of the first-named bank. It is 
said that men have been at work for two 
weeks securing options on stock of the Sec- 
ond National. The bank is capitalized at 
$100,000, divided into 1,000 shares at a par 
value of $100. It is said that 400 shares 
have already been secured by the Trust 
Company, which is but 101 short of a con- 
trolling interest. 

It is said that there is great opposition 
in the Board of Directors of the bank to 
the proposed scheme because they are now 
receiving good returns for their money, and 
the bank is paying 8 per cent. per annum 
and has a reserve fund of $20,000. The bank 
was organized in 1891, and its stock has in- 
creased in valuation from 154% to 170. The 
bank has a blind man, Hubert L. Pierson, 

for its President. Elias H. Bonnell is the 
cashier. 


NORTHERN OHIO TRACTION DEAL. 


Everett-Moore Syndicate Sells a Prop- 
erty to Cleveland Capitalists. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 13.—The North- 
ern Ohio Traction Company will pass from 
the hands of the Everett-Moore syndicate 
into the control of a new syndicate of 
Cleveland capitalists next week.

CUT IN WAGES DENOUNCED 


Central Federated Union Will Pro- ! 


test to the Mayor. 


‘Delegate Asserts Prevailing Rate of 
Wages Was Pledged Before Elec- 
tion—Beef Trust Condemned. 


Delegate McMahon of the Eccentric Asso- 
ciation of Engineers made an arraignment 
at yesterday's meeting of the Central Fed- 
erated Union of the present city adminis- 
tration for alleged failure to keep its ante- 
election promises. The officials of the pres- 
ent reform administration, he said, prom- 
ised before election to see that the city 
employes were paid the prevailing rate of 
wages. 

‘““Now,” he continued, “‘ they want to cut 
down by 10 per cent, the wages of the em- 
ployes, not the men with the bigger sala- 
ries, but such men as the engineers and 
firemen. 

“ The candidates promised to stand by the 
workingmen if they were elected. To-mor- 
row the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment will meet and is making ready to 
cut the wages to less than the prevailing 
rate. It took the engineers and firemen a 
long time to prove to the Mayor and others 
that the prevailing rate means the mini- 
mum rate. Now, if we don't look out we 
will be paid less than the prevailing rate.” 

McMahon said that there were unions al- 
together composed of city employes which 
Were represented in the central body. It 
was, therefore, the duty of the central body 
to make a protest against any attempt on 
the part of the city administration to lower 
wages. He moved that a committee be ap- 

xointee to wait on the Mayor, the Control- 

er, and the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment and protest against any reduction 
of wages. ‘a 

‘Now is our time,’”’ he concluded. ‘“‘ The 
Board of Estimate will see to-morrow how 
much it can cut from the wages of the city 
workingmen. It is your duty to prevent 
any reduction if | pe onl 

About a dozen delegates got up to second 
the motion. Some of them said that the in- 
terests of all the workingmen in the munic- 
ipal departments, as well as the engineers 
and firemen, should be looked after. — 

**Il want to remind this body,’’ said the 
delegate of the Street Cleaners, “‘ that the 
interests of the drivers and hostlers in the 
department should be looked after. 

“I suggest,’”’ said Eugene A. Johnson, 
the Chairman, “ that any protest should be 
made on behalf of all the workingmen em- 
ployed by the city.”’ é 

‘Under a former administration, which 
Was very much denounced before the pres- 
ent administration came into power,’’ said 
McMahon. “ We got all we had secured 
through legislation and otherwise, includ- 
ing the prevailing rate of wages. We were 
promised a continuance of a 
cured by the candidates for office 
present administration. If 
rate of wages idea is thrown overboard 
there will be many claims for back pay by 
engineers and others that cannot then be 
brought.”’ 

McMahon's motion was carried by accla- 
mation. A committee, consisting of Dele- 
gates Ayrell, Spellman, Connelly, Daly, 
Stewart, McConville, and Quinlan, was 
then appointed to protest to the Board of 
Estimate and the city officials against any 
cut in the wages of the city employes. 

Considerable excitement was caused by 
the question, “Is the Long Island Pilots 
Association a trust or a bona fide associa- 
tion of workingmen?”’

by the report of a committee -to which an 
appeal from a decision of the Miscellane- 
ous Section barring the association from 
membership was referred. 

Delegate Ryan of the Photo-Engravers’ 
Union made the report on behalf of the 
committee, which was simply to the effect 
that it sustained the action of the Miscel- 
laneous Section. This report was about to 
be filed without further comment when 
James Fitzgerald of the Reliance Labor 
Club of Marble Workers asked for some de- 
tails about the association which the com- 
“mittee was unable to furnish. 

*“‘T submit. with all respect to the com- 
mittee,” said Fitzgerald, *‘ that it has not 
investigated the matter properly and be- 
lieve that the matter should be referred 
back to the committee.”’ 

This provoked a long 
which Fitzgerald showed that he knew a 
good deal about the work of the pilots and 
the Federal laws covering it. The discus- 
sion also brought out the fact that James 
Keyes, delegate of the United States Li- 
censed Masters, had opposed the admission 
of the Long Island organization. Capt. 
Barry, the delegate of the latter, was al- 
lowed the privilege of the floor, and de- 
clared that his union was a — fide one. 
He also said that Keyes was eXpelled from 
his (Barry’s) organization. An excited de- 
bate on the subject took place, resulting in 
a decision to refer the whole matter to the 
Organization Committee. 

The Beef Trust was denounced for raising 
the prices of meat, and Delegate Fitzgerald 
of the Letter Carriers’ Union said that if 
the prices continued workingmen would not 
be able to eat meat. 

“Some of the butchers on the east side 
have been driven out of business because 
they cannot sell meat at the advanced 
prices,” said Delegate Grossman of the 
Cloakmakers’ Union. The following reso- 
lutions were then passed: 

“ Resolved, That the Central Federated 
Union, representing 140,000 members of la- 
bor organizations in the City of New York, 
call upon Congress, the President, and the 
Attorney General of the United States to 
take such measures as may be necessary to 
suppress the combination known as the 
Beef Trust. 

*“ Resolved, That copies of these resolu- 
tions be forwarded: to the Senators and 
Representatives from this State, to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and Attorney General 
Knox.”’ 


PLASTERERS’ STRIKE IMMINENT 


Ready to Insist Upon $5 a Day for 
Themselves and $3.50 for Laborers. 
The Executive Committee of the Plain 

and Ornamental Operative Plasterers’ 
Union met late on Saturday night to act 
on the demands of the plasterers and: plas- 
terers’ laborers, which are to be enforced 
to-morrow. It was decided to notify all 
members of the union to demand $5 a day 
to-morrow on going to work, and not 'to go 
to work if the demand is refused. 

A delegate of the union stated yesterday 
that the plasterers, whether they get their 
demands or not, will not work on buildings 
where the laborers are refused their d-- 
mand for $3.50 a day. All the small bosses 
who had sub-contracts for plastering, he 
said, would wait until they were guaran- 
teed more money from the general contrac- 
tors before they advanced wages. 

“The strike cannot last long,” he con- 
tinued. ‘In the Mutual Life Building, the 
Stokes apartment hotel, and several other 
large buildings, I know the demands of 
both unions will be granted. In a fortnight 

lasterers will be going to the St. Louis 

cxposition, and that will bring about a 
speedy settlement.”’ 

The delegate also said that there was a 
demand for plasterers in nearly all cities 
at good wages. In Helena, Mont., plaster- 
ers were receiving $6 a day, and in Butte, 
Mont., they were receiving $7 a day. 

A general meeting of the plasterers and 
laborers will be held to-morrow night at 
Brevoort Hotel, Fifty-fourth Street, near 
Third Avenue. Strike headquarters will 
then be selected, if necessary. 


SCHNUR FAMILY RELEASED. 


Had Been Imprisoned in Austria for 
Supposed Murder of Son, Who 
Was Here. 


Dr. M. Neustaedter of 111 Rivington 
Street has received a cable from Vienna 
giving notice of the release from prison of 
the Schnur family, ten members of which 
have been confined near there for some 
time on the charge of having murdered 


Schulim Schnur.
